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Slow Drift 

The eternal winter of our discontent

Southern Vermont, Winter 1973: It was the softest morning 
I’d ever experienced. I knew that I’d always remember it that 
way, and I always have. Rarely are the most significant, life- 
changing realizations so finite and contained as to be knowable 
to us when they are actually happening. Coming to a profound 
personal revelation, no matter how starkly dramatic, is usu- 
ally a subconscious voyage that is obvious only in retrospect. 
Which doesn’t mean that immediate awareness never happens. 
It’s just that those moments of self-knowledge that rip through 
one like lightning - slicing you open, exploding your head, and 
searing your soul - are very rare. 

Lying in bed, we looked out the window at the 
incessantly falling snow. The stillness of the morning 
inside the room belied the wind-whipping strength 
of the early winter storm outside that was blanket- 
ing almost all of New England white. She said that 
this was our storm (and only ours), because the 
flakes were falling so gently and with such grace. 

We were visiting old friends of mine who lived 
in a modified A-frame. The house was far off a dirt 
road that wound down most of a mountain before 
connecting with a paved, though still rough, backcountry 
road. Although it continued to snow heavily through the day 
and well into the night, the weather was quite welcome. In New 
England, if you lived in a city - in Boston or Brattleboro, Vt. - 
getting around during a snowstorm could be a nightmare. 

Winter in Boston was especially ugly during storms. After 
work, heading home, one could be sure that at least some, if 
not almost all, of the trolleys on the MTA aboveground lines 
would be running at ridiculously long intervals, if they were 
working at all. This meant long waits in the snow for a trolley 
that you weren’t even sure was coming. If you lived in a rural 
area, however, plans for any kinds of travel were scrapped. No 
one, neither boss nor friend, anywhere in that part of the state 
would expect you to show up. 

We stayed in the guest room off the living room; a huge, 
old bed filled most of the space. This was long before I paid 
any attention to mattresses, but I remember that the many 
comforters and old feather pillows made the bed magnificently

expansive and embracing. All the heat in the house came from 
wood-burning stoves. There was a huge stove in the living 
room, while the kitchen housed a big, four-burner wood stove 
that served both cooking and heating needs. There was an 
ongoing effort to at least keep some embers always glowing, so 
the fire would never have to be started from scratch. 

McColl, South Carolina, Autumn 1972: When we decided to 
spend a couple of months in South Carolina visiting friends, 
none of us had even a distant thought that it might get very 
cold in the South. As with many of our northem-bom 
and -bred misconceptions, we immediately discov- 
ered that we were so wrong. It wasn’t just the freez- 
ing-cold mornings, but that etiquette required 
the first one out of bed in the mornings to start 
a fire in one of the house’s coal-burning stoves. 
This meant braving the cold as one dressed, then 
going right outside, where it was colder, to the 
coal pile about 50 feet behind the house. There 
you’d fill a bucket with coal, head back inside, and 
try to start a fire - but as the stoves were old and in 
bad condition, this wasn’t easy. Consequently, after waking 
most mornings, we’d all lie as still as we could, hoping not to 
make too much noise so that someone else would get up first. 

The house was an old cotton plantation mansion that had 
been abandoned and decaying for decades. Though the house 
had gone to ruin, a local farmer had long rented and culti- 
vated the cotton fields surrounding it. Stretching out in every 
direction, the fields would be white with heavy, hanging cot- 
ton plants. After the plants were stripped by large harvesting 
machines, the fields would look war-tom and pathetic: acre 
after acre of battered brown bushes, with bits of cotton still 
hanging from each one. These bits would be stripped off the 
bushes by hand by small crews of black workers who put the 
cotton into long bags that they dragged behind them. 

Our friends had moved in and were working on restoring the 
house, room by room. When we first visited, they had already fin- 
ished with the kitchen and had made the adjoining dining room 
usable. On the first floor, they had added on a modem bathroom, 
with mnning water and a flush toilet. Porches surrounded the 
house on both the first and second stories. Mostly, we’d sleep in 
largely empty rooms on the second floor, wrapped tightly in our 
sleeping bags, set on top of two or three old mattresses stacked 
in bed frames. If the morning wasn’t too cold, we’d go take our 
morning piss off the second-story balcony, right outside our room. 


Those days when the weather was good, toward evening we’d 
sit out on the front porch, all talking, sipping Southern Comfort 
while taking turns turning the handle of the hand-cranked ice- 
cream maker. If we got dmnk enough, later in the evening we’d 
climb up on the cotton harvesters and try to start them. 

Clearly we were in the South, quite a different world than 
the one we knew. Not only were grits an important part of 
every breakfast, but occasionally one of the people who lived 
in the house would go out, shoot a squirrel, and then cook 
it. I ate the grits most every morning but never even tasted 
any squirrel. 

A friend of the folks there would sometimes visit, bringing salt 
pork that he would fry up. While cooking it, he would pour on 
more salt - which seemed a lot like bringing coals to Newcastle 
- thus doubling up his bet on having a heart attack at a young 
age, seemingly a near-sure thing anyway. He’d use big salt shak- 
ers made for movie-theatre popcorn because he said they put out 
a lot more salt than the regular store-bought salt containers. 

Southern Vermont, Winter 1973: I had never been even close 
to feeling at home anywhere until I moved to Vermont in 1970. 
Loving the state was easy, but earning a living there wasn’t. I’d 
regularly have to go back down to Boston to find work. 

During one of those Boston stays, I got a job working in 
Boston University’s administration offices. She was already 
working there, though in a different office. Noticing each other, 
we took to exchanging smiles during morning coffee in the 
break room. One day, I bumped into her in the hallway, and 
we started talking. After that we’d sit together for our morning 
coffee. A few weeks along, she’d asked me if I wanted to go 
with her to a poetry reading in Cambridge. 

After that we began spending a lot of time together, so it was 
quite natural to ask her to join me on the Vermont trip, even 
though we still didn’t know each other that well. On that first 
soft, snowy morning, we woke about the same time, but she 
soon got out of bed to go out to the kitchen to see if she could 
help with breakfast. I just lay there, closing my eyes as light 
tumbled into the room from the window. 

My family has never done happiness or contentment - the 
feeling being that if we embrace such, immediately we will be 
punished for our audacity by having whatever generates those 
sweet feelings disappear. At our best, when everything is going 
right, we can work our way up to feeling only slightly haunted 
or experiencing just troubling discontent.

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Lying there, enjoying the storm outside and 
her smell on the pillows, I should have felt fine 
- and for a second, I did. The welcoming bed, 
the snow coming down outside the window, our 
friends’ affection, the always remarkable feeling 
of having just woken next to someone whom 
you care for, and that great morning smell of 
coffee combined all together. The morning was 
so soft, I felt myself sinking into it. 

But to sink into it back then would have meant 
losing me first. Which wasn’t going to happen - 
not in those days, not at that time. Suddenly, 
the good feelings of the morning fell away. Lying 
there, I began to shiver. Whatever it was, I knew 
it wasn’t physical but mental. Getting too close to 
enjoyment, I found the whole range and weight 
of the terror of everyday living had whipped out 
of wherever it was hiding, taking advantage of the 
calm to overwhelm me. 

I lay there shaken but not scared. Without 
my consciously realizing it, these feelings had 
always been and would continue to be at my 
life’s core, not rare or even occasional but 
rather of every day and every night. There was 
a sweetly sick comfort in this, because, though 
depressing, I knew this was my way. And then 
I also knew that even though I had thought I 
was falling in love with her, I wasn’t. In fact, 
as much as I had truly believed it was love I 
was looking for, in a way sad and certain that 
morning, I knew it wasn’t - but that, whatever 
it was, now I had found it, and it wasn’t going 
to be leaving me any time soon. ■

DON’T BUILD WATER NUKE

Special thanks go to Austin Chronicle 
Publisher Nick Barbaro for his compelling “Page 
Three” [Sept. 25] editorial pointing out that we 
don’t really have the water to put into the billion- 
dollar treatment plant the Austin Water Utility 
wants to build. 


The same day Barbara’s column was pub- 
lished, the Lower Colorado River Authority issued 
a press release reporting that inflows to the 
Highland Lakes over the last two years were 

400.000 acre-feet less than the average inflows 
during our historic record drought of the 1950s. 
By comparison, Austin currently uses about 

160.000 acre-feet of water. 

The climate change models tell us that our 
region will be drier. LCRA’s past projections of 
“reliable” water ignore both current and future 
realities. We should be comforted by the idea 
that we can shift our economy to much greater 
water efficiency with community engagement and 
limited, cost-effective investments. But the time 
to act is now. Instead, our water utility and mayor 
are racing in the opposite direction, insisting on 
building a billion-dollar water plant that assumes 
we will have all the water that we want to waste 
for decades into the future. Water rates will sky- 
rocket to pay for this boondoggle. 

It really is time for our council and our city 
manager to find new leadership for the Water 
Utility - leaders that will work hand-in-hand with 
Austin Energy to make Austin a leader in water 
and energy efficiency and sustainability. Building 
a water nuke we don’t need and cannot afford 
won’t put a single additional drop of water into 
the Highland Lakes.

A Green and 
Democratic Place 

Local activists kick off co-op project with a visit from Omar Freilla

If the term and concept “worker-owned coopera 
tives” sounds unfamiliar to you, that should be 
about to change. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 6, Omar Freilla, team 
coordinator of the New York-based 
Green Worker Cooperatives, will be 
speaking in Austin, and thereby helping 
to launch a similar local effort: Third 
Coast Workers for Cooperation. Like the 
South Bronx GWC, the Third Coast group 
is “committed to the development of eco- 
logically sustainable worker cooperatives,” with 
a particular focus on low-income minority commu- 
nities. It’s also part of a fledgling collective of groups 
- the Workers Defense Project, Third Coast Activist 
Resource Center, and perhaps others - about to 
establish a community organizing center on Manor 
Road. The hope is that the center can become, in the 
words of one of the organizers, Robert Jensen, “a 
space to nurture a progressive community.” 

Freilla is becoming widely known for his work in 
the South Bronx, where he grew up and became an 
activist, before earning a degree in environmental

science. He’s a board member of the U.S. Federation 
of Worker Cooperatives and was awarded the 
2007 Jane Jacobs Medal for New Ideas 
and Activism. Six years ago he founded 
the GWC as a “business incubator” of 
worker-owned co-ops in environmen- 
tally sustainable industries. GWC’s 
first effort, ReBuilders Source, calls 
itself “the first worker-owned building 
materials and reuse center, a self-sus- 
tained cooperative and alternative source 
of building materials,” along the lines of Habitat 
for Humanity’s ReStores - with the addition that it 
is owned by the workers who operate the business. 
GWC strives to combine environmentally sustain- 
able industries with principles of shared profits, 
workplace democracy, and equality. 

I spoke to Freilla by phone this week about his 
work. He said there are three or four new co-ops “in 
the pipeline” - a solar products firm, a green diner, 
a furniture renovator, a vegetarian food processor - 
and “what ties them all together is that they’re

PEN Austin-born junior middle-

ALL THINGS BRIGHT AND COMPREHENSIVE 

One man’s diversity is another woman’s usual suspects

Just what the hell is the Comprehensive Plan? 

The city’s long-coming, much-vaunted, oft-opaque Compre- 
hensive Plan can occasionally be victim to its own ambitions. 
Put briefly as possible, it’s a plan to direct the city’s priorities in 
land use, transportation, water, the environment, open space, 
housing, public works, public facilities, growth and development, 
and health and human services. But the long-winded planning 
process has added to the confusion (it sure as hell has for the 
Hustle). It’s comprised of three phases (plan kickoff, vision and 
planning, and the Comp Plan itself), and according to city plan- 
ner Mark Walters, an interactive open house Oct. 12 at the 
Austin Convention Center is the “culmination” of the first 
phase. Once sufficiently kicked off, the second phase begins in 
November with the first of several planned community meetings. 
The plan’s scope and breadth should be suitably refined through 
the middle of 2010, with the actual Comp Plan expected some- 
time around 2011 - both a testament to and indictment of the 
city’s community input fetish. 

Back here in this decade, another milestone was passed 
at City Council last week: the naming of 29 members to 
the Comprehensive Plan Citizens Advisory Task 
Force, variously “champions, ambassadors, and 
guides for the process,” according to Comp Plan liter- 
ature, offering “a forum for the discussion of ideas 
and issues and help to guide the consultant team 
and staff in synthesizing public input.” 

The nominations were met with a flurry of activity 
on the dais. After the initial 25 names were read, coun- 
cil members spoke to one another, papers were passed, 
and Sheryl Cole, chair of the Comprehensive Planning and 
Transportation Committee, read four more names. But the addi- 
tions were not enough to satisfy Randi Shade, who called her- 
self “very concerned” with the process. One consideration was 
geographic. Oak Hill activist Sandy Baldridge had circulated a 
Google Maps printout showing that no task-force members live 
south of 290 West, which Mayor Lee Leffingwell called a “fair- 
ly significant gap.” Also jarring to Shade was the absence of rep- 
resentation of any large, local tech firm. Shouldering the blame, 
she noted, “I didn’t do such a good job of recruiting people.” 

Nor, the argument could be made, did the task force matrix. 
Having drawn it up to encompass different constituencies, staff 
seemingly expected applicants to be narrow in their self-descrip- 
tors - picking out one, like “Spanish Speakers,” “Affordable 
Housing,” or “Northeast Austin” as a defining characteristic. But 
several applicants self-reported several areas of interest, lead- 
ing to a surplus in some fields (22 of the approved 29 mem- 
bers checking “Workers”) and a dearth in others (e.g., zero 
applicants from Southeast Austin). Plus, the overlapping delin-

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eations created some hilariously specific vacancies: In the 
words of one staffer, they still needed an “Oak Hill High Tech 
Employee of Color who might still be in college.” 

“It’s very difficult to get everybody represented,” Shade told 
the Hustle, “but I clearly don’t see any representation from large 
employers.” Elaborating, she continued, “I think that 
there’s some gaps, and my point was that if we’re 
going to use the usual recruiting methods, we’re 
going to keep getting the same usual suspects, and 
that’s with no disrespect to anyone who signed up 
to take this on; being on the task force is an 
important thing.” Shade pointed to “technical advi- 
sory groups and individual focus groups” as an ave- 
nue to provide “the kind of input we need from those 
that are not represented on this task force. But I just 
wanted to make sure, on the record, to say the task force 
should recognize that there are these gaps, and they have to 
work extra hard to fill those gaps, and it can’t be through the 
usual way.” For her part, Cole added: “With over 200 applica- 
tions, it was difficult for the committee who did the initial evalua- 
tion to narrow it down to a manageable working group. But I 
think we are on our way to a task force that will rise to the chal- 
lenge and serve as the ears of the entire community as we go 
through this process.” 

As with all things Comp Plan, the task force is still in its 
nascent stage and will be further finessed. But looking at the list 
of appointees, it’s hard not to see Shade’s “usual suspects” - a 
glaring oversight when the city’s own Comp Plan literature reads 
as follows: “Those who live in Austin’s extraterritorial jurisdiction, 
young adults, ethnic and racial minorities, and those without a 
college education will be recruited to participate in focus group 
discussions. Additionally, these groups will have representation 
on the Comprehensive Plan Citizen’s Advisory Task Force.” 

Since we’re in this for the long haul, let’s get things right the 
first time around - because who has the time to do it again? ■

located in the South Bronx, they’re ‘green’ - 
environmentally friendly - and that they’re 
worker- owned.” He described the co-op 
movement as still in a fledgling state nation- 
ally, although more familiar to communities 
in the Northeast and on the West Coast, and 
said he is increasingly being contacted by 
people in other parts of the country who 
want to learn what GWC is doing and how 
they might do the same. “Wherever there are 
communities where people have been left out 
of the picture, where people have been deal- 
ing with environmental burdens or are suffer- 
ing from poverty and there aren’t enough 
jobs, people are still bubbling with ideas and 
want to see something different - people are 
calling us up.” 

Locally Based, 

Worker-Owned 

That’s roughly what happened with Third 
Coast Workers for Cooperation, says orga- 
nizer Carlos Perez. He and his colleagues 
have had experience here or elsewhere in 
cooperative-type businesses - Ecology Action, 
MonkeyWrench Books - and came together 
to try to make the concept work on a broader 
scale, and one that isn’t solely reliant on vol- 
unteers. They want to create sustainable, 
economically viable businesses that “not only 
provide a good living for folks, but control 
over the decisions in their lives.” 

Perez believes that Austin, already with a 
political culture that supports small, local 
businesses, is “uniquely set up to be recep- 
tive to this sort of project.” Using in part the 
model provided by GWC, Perez says, Third 
Coast Workers for Cooperation especially 
wants to work with “low-income people of 
color . . . people who really need jobs and a 
living wage.” 

Spreading Democracy 

That’s also the mission of the Workers 
Defense Project, best known for its efforts 
fighting for fair pay and treatment for Austin’s 
immigrant construction workers, who make 
up the majority of the organization’s mem- 
bership. The Manor Road community center 
will be owned by the WDP, a purchase made 
possible by a couple of major donations and 


a loan from the PeopleFund (closing is antic- 
ipated in mid-October). The WDP’s current 
51st Street offices are too small to hold mem- 
bership meetings; the new center will not 
only provide office space potentially for sev- 
eral groups but meeting and training rooms 
and even two acres of land for gardening or 
other outdoor activities. 

WDP Director Cristina Tzintzun said she’s 
“terribly excited” about the new building. “It 
means a lot for the immigrant community to 
have their own space - and not just a space 
where services are provided, but also a space 
where they can actually organize, and it’s 
theirs, and they own.” Later this year, the 
WDP plans to renovate and reconfigure the 
building - it’s helpful to have members who 
are also experienced construction workers - 
and the hope is that it will become a place 
that various grassroots activist groups can 
use in common. “It will bring together com- 
munities that normally don’t get to work 
together, or haven’t worked together,” Tzin- 
tzun said. “It will be largely Latino immigrant 
base, and then progressive groups, the anti- 
war crowd from Third Coast [Activist], will 
be using the space collectively together, and 
there will be joint events that we’ll be doing 
to bring those two communities together.” 

In addition to the ongoing work of the 
various organizations, down the road are 
plans to launch a workers co-op remodeling 
business some time next year. Freilla describes 
the Austin project as part of a broader nation- 
al movement. “The co-op movement is still 
under the radar for most of the country, 
although I’ll predict that that is going to 
change as the years go by. So it’s still some- 
thing where the initial reaction of people is 
skepticism . . . and for others it sounds like a 
great and wonderful thing. ‘It sounds great. 
I’d like to see what you can actually do.’” 

Speaking more generally about the larger 
goals of his work, Freilla says: “It also is in 
keeping with our values, which are really about 
democracy. We want democracy in every piece 
of our lives; this is a way of doing it.” ■

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A LONG ROUTE TO GO 

Will we vote on urban rail in November 2010?

As we wait (and wait) for the Red Line to 
open, what’s the status of that other rail tran- 
sit project - the Downtown streetcar once 
championed by Will Wynn? 

First off, no one is calling it a “streetcar” 
anymore. Or “light rail” or “ultra-light rail.” 

The proposed new transit system to serve 
Downtown and Central Austin has been 
rebranded “urban rail.” (That’s because it’s a 
hybrid of technologies.) Second, every transit 
advocate in town wants to be sure you know 
the project is no longer in the hands of can’t- 
get-the-Red-Line-running Capital Metro. It’s 
now a totally separate city of Austin project, 
managed by the Transportation Department. 
So from now on, we’re to speak only of the 
“Austin Urban Rail Project.” 

By any name, here’s the pressing 
question: Will Austinites ever get to 
vote on building the dang thing? 

Both Mayor Lee Leffingwell 
and Transportation Department 
Director Rob Spillar say 
they’re doing everything possi- 
ble to prepare for a “mobility 
referendum” in November 
2010. That general obligation 
bond referendum would fund the 
city’s portion of the initial phase of 
an urban rail system. Plus, perhaps separate- 
ly, it would include a citywide package of bike 
lanes, sidewalks, greenbelt trails, missing 
highway interchanges, and congestion-easing 
road improvements. (Conventional wisdom: 
Include something for everyone, to win broad 
voter support.) The first stage would serve 
Downtown, the Capitol complex, and the 
University of Texas area; it would also proba- 
bly cross the river to Riverside, later going all 
the way out to the airport. 

It would connect with two 
Red Line commuter rail 
stops, as well as, eventual- 
ly, the proposed Austin/San 
Antonio passenger service. 

To allow policy-makers 
and the community to 
decide the issue at an 
election, the Trans- 
portation Department has 
established an ambitious 
schedule of planning, envi- 
ronmental assessment, and preliminary engi- 
neering work. Meanwhile, different consul- 
tants will be creating a citywide Strategic 
Mobility Plan. They’ll need to deliver the 
essential facts within six months. The full 
scope of work includes public vetting, techni- 
cal proofing, accurate cost estimates, a fund- 
ing plan, and more. Good, hard numbers are 
essential for voter confidence and future- 
phase federal funding. The funding plan also 
must go to the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization; CAMPO chair and 
state Sen. Kirk Watson is reconvening an 
updated Transit Working Group. 

In late October 2007, former Mayor Wynn 
called for a rail transit referendum in Novem-

ber 2008. That rally failed due to lack of 
effective leadership, Watson’s decision to pri- 
oritize CAMPO process over calling an elec- 
tion, Cap Metro’s troubles, general political 
fumbling, and - most importantly - no clear 
funding plan. Every six months, another missed 
election opportunity rolls by: May 2009, 
November 2009, May 2010. So for those 
who lust after rail transit, November 2010 
looms large. For years, there’s been consen- 
sus that a well-conceived system with a 
strong funding plan would win voter endorse- 
ment. We just can’t seem to call an election. 

CHANGING THE ROUTE? 

Some transit advocates believe it will take a 
miracle to get all the necessary decisions and 
work done in time for the November general 
election. Two months ago, the ambi- 
tious schedule of work appeared 
barely possible if the “alignment” 
(i.e., the route) didn’t change. The 
only alternatives to be studied 
were: 1) how to cross the river, 
other than the Congress Avenue 
Bridge, and 2) whether Brazos 
Street might be a significantly 
cheaper place to lay rail than Con- 
gress, since Brazos (one block east) is 
already getting necessary work via the Great 
Streets Program. “There is a risk, if we change 
alignments,” Spillar had acknowledged, “of 
missing the November election.” 

Since then, the “alternatives analysis” 
assignment given to consultant URS has 
been expanded to look at changing align- 
ments. Leffingwell has been listening to Aus- 
tinites who dislike the route along San 
Jacinto, up through the Capitol Complex and 
the UT campus. His chief 
of staff, Mark Nathan, 
said he’s held about 20 
meetings to gather input - 
and virtually no one loves 
San Jacinto. Instead, 
there’s growing consensus 
to revisit a westward route 
that goes north up Lavaca, 
then back south down 
Guadalupe, from the 
Capitol to West Campus. 

Is reopening the route 

issue worth the risk of missing the November 
election date? Nathan believes it is. (Of 
course, the contrary risk would be making 
the deadline but shortchanging the communi- 
ty process.) Spillar is hoping it doesn’t come 
to an either/or choice; last week he laid out 
a sequence of critical-path tasks that he 
believes is achievable - even with reconsider- 
ation of the route. He pointed out that prior 
to a road referendum, no one demands a 
completed project design; some details could 
be worked out after urban rail is approved. 
When fully built out, a citywide system could 
have two north-south and two east-west 
routes, he said; it may be a question of 
which to build first. 


CONTINUES THROUGH UT CAMPUS (OR WEST CAMPUS), 
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The arguments against San Jacinto are var- 
ied. Many people are dubious that the state 
of Texas will initiate transit-oriented redevelop- 
ment any time soon, by tearing down parking 
garages along the urban rail line. Neither the 
state nor the University of Texas has pledged 
to help fund the project. (Spillar said some 
recent conversations with UT have been prom- 
ising; he believes the university will partici- 
pate.) If the line moves to Guadalupe/Lavaca, 
away from state-owned land, other funding 
tools could be utilized - a public improvement 
district or tax-increment financing. 

On the other hand, San Jacinto has been 
publicly studied, vetted, and announced as a 
decision - first by Capital Metro for its “pro- 
posed circulator alignment,” then by ROMA 
Austin last year in its Downtown Urban Rail 


Connections Plan (see “Developing Stories,” 
Aug. 1, 2008). ROMA principal Jim Adams 
said last week he still believes San Jacinto 
offers a good route that’s well located to serve 
a huge ridership of state workers and UT folks. 
Spillar also likes it. (He worked on the circula- 
tor alignment while a consultant to Capital 
Metro, back in the day.) Both believe it’s appro- 
priate to consider alternatives at this juncture. 
But unfortunately, changing the route alters all 
the numbers - ridership, construction costs, 
funding dollars, and, perhaps, voter turnout. 

“We’re going to do everything possible to 
put the information on the table, within six 
to eight months,” Spillar pledged. “Then this 
spring, the policy-makers are going to 
decide whether to go forward with an elec- 
tion or not.” ■

Bringing 
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where the healing begins 
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Cap Metro With a new budget, 
at least the buses will run 


Bid adieu to the ’Dillo. Oct. 2 will mark the ’Dillo’s last ride as Capital Metro brings an end to 
the Downtown circulator as a means of balancing its 2010 budget. 


Capital Metro has a budget, but still 
doesn’t have a train. 

On Monday, the Capital Metro board of 
directors voted 4-1 (members John Trevino 
and Mike Martinez absent, the former ill 
and the latter out of town) to pass the 
$164.7 million operating budget but with 
clearly expressed displeasure over aspects 
of the document. After the vote, Cap Metro 
Executive Vice President Doug Allen 
informed the board that, at best, the long- 
delayed launch of the Leander-to-Downtown 
commuter rail (the MetroRail Red Line) may 
finally happen in the first quarter of 2010. 

Board chair and Travis County Commissioner 
Margaret Gomez basically said she was 
holding her nose and voting for the budget, 
even though she disagreed with the proposal 
to divert $2.6 million in federal stimulus 
money from Red Line improvements to opera- 
tional expenses. The diversion was originally 
pushed by Austin Mayor Pro Tern Martinez to 
prevent a planned August 2010 fare hike 
from being moved up to January. 

“One of the things I can brag on at Travis 
County,” said Gomez, “we have a practice 
where we do not use one-time money for 
ongoing expenses. It just simply is not wise at 
all to, number one, put off pain that’s going to 
come in a very few months. And number two, 
it really puts you way behind on budget num- 
bers.” However, she said, “We can move for- 
ward as the budget is balanced to make sure 
the buses continue to run on Oct. 1.” 


As part of the budget vote, the board, at 
Gomez’s request, approved a directive to 
staff to start a public input process on mov- 
ing the August fare increase up to the pro- 
posed January date. Board member and 
Austin City Council Member Chris Riley 
opposed that idea, saying that the use of the 
stimulus money for operations was consis- 
tent with federal law and that the agency had 
made a commitment to the community to not 
raise fares until August. “We have obligations 
to those who are dependent on bus service 
and other types of transit,” Riley said. He was 
the lone vote against the budget. 

Martinez told the Chronicle that the move 
is within the board’s prerogative, but he 
wouldn’t support it. “We went through a pub- 
lic input process [on the August fare increase], 
and we made a commitment,” he said. “I 
can’t think of any compelling reason why we 
should raise fares in January for sidings on a 
rail line that’s not even open. I don’t think 
you’re going to get public support.” 

If revenue estimates of $185 million come 
true, Chief Financial Officer Randy Hume 
said, Cap Metro should be able to boost its 
severely depleted reserves, currently at a pal- 
try $3 million, up to a still-weak $10 million. 

In his update on MetroRail, Allen said the 
agency is still working out computer program- 
ming and signaling issues and said the new 
target is early 2010 - nearly two years after 
the originally projected start date. Cap Metro 
CEO and President Fred Gilliam told the 


board that he knows the public is getting 
frustrated by the delays, but he’d rather be 
safe than sorry. 

“Human error has been identified more 
than once as what caused [rail accidents],” 
Gilliam said. “I know the criticism we’re 


receiving, but I can assure you we’re doing 
everything possible so we will not cost some- 
body a life. Hopefully, everyone will under- 
stand the safety of this is much more impor- 
tant than a schedule. I regret we ever estab- 
lished a schedule.” - Lee Nichols 
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Watching Jay Like a Hawk 


Restricting an ex-employee’s access to the 
workplace premises might normally seem like 
standard procedure, but in the case of Jay 
Wyatt, there’s a catch: He’s still the president 
of Amalgamated Transit Union Local 1091, 
which represents most of Capital Metro’s driv- 
ers and mechanics. 

Via the union’s attorney, Glenda L. Pittman, 
ATU 1091 has complained that StarTran - 
Cap Metro’s main labor contractor - “has taken 
the opportunity of its ‘termination’ of Mr. 
Wyatt’s status as a StarTran employee to 
severely restrict the customary, longstanding 
access of the Local to StarTran workplaces to 
attend to Union business and fully carry out its 
responsibilities to represent members of the 
bargaining unit.” 

Wyatt was fired Sept. 14 after murky “sexual 
harassment” charges (see “Point Austin,” Sept. 18, 
for more). 

The letter complains that the access restric- 
tion is especially spurious since Wyatt’s official 
position with StarTran since 2002 has been 
union president, a position he still holds 
regardless of the termination. “Now, Mr. Wyatt 
is not permitted to enter any StarTran work- 
place without being granted entry by a StarTran 
manager on each occasion on which he must 
attend to Union business in StarTran facilities,” 
Pittman wrote to StarTran outside attorney 
Lacey L. Gourley. “Recently, he was informed 



that he may go nowhere in StarTran workplaces, 
and may talk with no one within StarTran work- 
places, without a management escort. ... This is 
preposterous. Dogging Mr. Wyatt’s every move 
within the buildings constitutes unlawful sur- 
veillance ...” 

A request for comment from Cap Metro and/ 
or StarTran was not returned as of press time.

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Bill Maher only meant it as a joke: 

“[Gov. Rick Perry] appointed a creationist 
to head the Texas State Board of 

Education, which is shocking - Texas 
has a board of education?” 

Sadly, however, the host of HBO’s Real Time 
With Bill Maher could easily have been quot- 
ing many actual Texans, who are unaware that 
yes, Texas has a State Board of Education - 
and an elected one, to boot. The religious 
right has used the SBOE’s low profile to run 
stealth candidates over the past several 
years, banking on the assumption that moder- 
ate Republicans would vote a straight ticket 
without realizing just whom they were choos- 
ing for the board. The result has been a sev- 
en-strong religious-right bloc on the 15-mem- 
ber board, which has semisuccessfully fought 
to push creationism in science classrooms 
and is now pushing a similar agenda in social 
studies curricula. 


Last week, two Austin Democrats - former 
Texas Education Agency employee Judy Jen- 
nings and UT math professor Lorenzo 
Sadun - detailed how 
they plan to take out one 
of that bloc: District 10’s 
Cynthia Dunbar of 
Richmond. (Another 
Austinite, Democratic 
activist Susan Shelton, 
told the Chronicle in 
January that she “defi- 
nitely” planned to run, but 
has since backed out.) 

At the monthly Central 
Texas Democratic 
Forum, moderator Chuck Herring set the 
tone by reciting numerous quotations from 
Dunbar’s recent book, One Nation Under God, 
which includes such gems as describing the 
public education system as a “subtly deceptive 


tool of perversion.” (Despite the SBOE’s mis- 
sion of setting policy for public schools, Dunbar 
home-schools her own kids.) She also wrote an 
editorial warning of martial law under Obama. 

District 10 includes northern Travis County, 
but rural and suburban Houston voters out- 
number liberal Austinites, presenting a chal- 
lenge for Dems: “If it’s an active race where 
we can show it’s a choice between a very via- 
ble Democrat - and I consider both Judy and 
me to be viable Democrats - against a total 
loony, a lot of moderate Republicans and 
independents are going to say, ‘Dunbar 
doesn’t represent me,”’ said Sadun. 

“We have to have the funds and the expo- 
sure to target those people who may be 
devout religious believers, but who believe 
that that’s a personal matter and that educa- 
tion should be politics-free,” said Jennings. 

When Woodie Jones, chief justice of Texas’ 
3rd Court of Appeals, asked if the candidates 
were prepared to run a negative campaign to 
draw attention to Dunbar, Sadun replied: 
“Absolutely. You have to.” He then clarified: 
“It’s not personal. I’m not going to attack her 
over the details of her divorce. But her views 
are fair game. ... The fact that we have an 
atrocious incumbent is three-quarters of the 
race.” Added Jennings, “With somebody like 
Cynthia Dunbar, you don’t have to make any- 
thing up.”

Food Assistance 
in Crisis? 

Just when Texans may need it most, the 
Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program 
(previously known as the food stamp program) 
may be in crisis as applications pile up and 
the state delays hiring extra staff. On average, 
the agency receives 110,000 applications a 
month, but those numbers have increased 
since the beginning of the year, reaching 
170,000 in August. During the last legislative 
session, lawmakers passed a budget rider 
allowing the overstretched Health and Human 
Services Commission to request an extra 650 
staffers to help with increased applications. 
The plan was to start hiring well before the 
end of the year, but Legislative Budget Board 
staff want more time to work on the request. 
HHSC Communications 
Director Stephanie 
Goodman said, “We 
very much consider it 
an issue we’re discuss- 
ing.” Unfortunately, that 
won’t help HHSC now - 
2.8 million Texans 
receive SNAP benefits, 
up 11% from this time 
last year, but according to the Center for 
Public Policy Priorities, a third of all July appli- 
cations were not handled within the federal 
limit of 30 days (or seven days for expedited 
claims). The agency recently received a letter 
from the U.S. Department of Agriculture’s Food 
and Nutrition Service calling the situation 
“unacceptable” and demanding immediate 
reforms. HHSC is also being sued by the Texas 
Legal Services Center and the National 
Center for Law and Economic Justice for fail- 
ing to meet federal timelines. The agency is 
currently trying to speed processing through 
training, but it can take up to a year for new 
staff to be able to handle a full workload. 
Goodman said that while calculating total 
backlog is complex, 38,000 applications have 
currently missed the deadlines, “and there 
could be more sitting on people’s desks.”

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Council Sleeper Stuck in the queue 


There’s one way to make this week’s 
(Thursday’s) relatively scant, 65-item City 
Council agenda look bigger than it is: Saddle it 
up with items from council - personal policy pre- 
scriptions from your elected officials themselves. 

Although technically an item from Economic 
Growth & Redevelopment Services, Item 11 
acts on a previous council edict, passed in the 
wake of the Stop Domain Subsidies campaign, 
that the city’s economic incentives receive 
greater scrutiny. The ordinance calls for “a for- 
mal cost-benefit analysis ... to assess the 
direct and indirect costs of such proposals” 
and also allows for greater citizen review 
before council inks any deals. 

Among the new items, Item 35 directs City 
Manager Marc Ott to examine the feasibility of 
offering free wi-fi at Aust in-Bergstrom 
International Airport. Judging from some 
irate status updates from council’s chief social 
media maven and item sponsor Mike Martinez, 
freeing the signal at Bergstrom has been a pet 
project of the mayor pro tern for some time. 
Sticking around at the airport, Item 36 calls for 
a climate-controlled facility for the cab drivers 
who serve ABIA. Cabbies can wait for hours on 
end in a queue before entering the airport to 
pick up fares, and heretofore their only facility 
has been outdoors, with a couple of picnic 
tables - something council is looking to rectify. 

Item 37, from Martinez and Bill Spelman, 
addresses construction safety, something 


Spelman has been pushing for the last few 
weeks and highlighted by the fatal West Cam- 
pus scaffolding accident earlier this year. It 
calls on Ott to create a “menu of options” per- 
taining to safety, including “education, partner- 
ships, safety inspections, suggested policy 
changes or additions to the City’s legislative 
agenda at the state and federal level, pro- 
grams to increase access and use of safety 
equipment, requiring rest breaks,” and more. 
Spelman teams with Mayor Lee Leffingwell for 
Item 38, a water-wise measure ensuring that 
the city’s water use fully complies with the city 
code’s prescriptions on water use in a drought. 

Then there’s the really exciting stuff: naming a 
new acting city auditor! Item 39 would desig- 
nate the new acting auditor, since the current 
one, Taylor Dudley, is at or near retirement. 
However, the announcement shouldn’t be con- 
fused with the search for a new permanent audi- 
tor, scheduled to be named Oct. 15. (A fail-safe, 
perhaps, but auditors are nothing if not thor- 
ough.) The permanent auditor finalists - Kenneth 
J. Mory (San Diego County chief of audits), Steve 
Shepherd (Denton city auditor), and Anthony B. 
Ross Sr. (internal audit manager, Austin Energy) 

- are scheduled to meet the public Oct. 14. In a 
similar spirit of openness, Sheryl Cole, Randi 
Shade, and Spelman are calling for quarterly 
updates on Austin Energy, Austin Water Utility, 
the General Fund, “and other funds as request- 
ed” in Item 40. - Wells Dunbar

AISD: The scholar 

Six months ago, Austin Independent 
School District staff made a proposal 
to the district’s board of trustees that 
it consider bringing in a private firm, 

Community Education Partners, to run 

an alternative education center for under- 
achieving kids. The board said thanks, but 
no thanks. Now CEP is suing the author of 
an academic paper, claiming he’s the rea- 
son the deal collapsed. 

The paper was a report titled, “The Equal 
Treatment of Unequals: Barriers Facing Lati- 
nos and the Poor in Texas Public Schools.” 
Co-authored by retired University of Houston 
at Clear Lake faculty member Robert 
Kimball and Texas Southern University law 
professor Lupe Salinas, it was published in 
spring 2007 volume of the Georgetown 
Journal on Poverty Law & Policy. A former 
high school dropout himself, Kimball went 
on to become an assistant principal in 
Houston ISD; as part of this paper, he ques- 
tions the efficacy of that district’s CEP-run 
facilities. Kimball said, “In 40 pages, I only 
mention CEP on a page and a half.” 

Kimball has been a long-time critic of 
CEF? but in May 2008 the firm struck back, 
suing him for tortious interference, slander, 
and disparagement. CEP claims that many 
contentions in his paper were not backed 
by the data and that it was interfering with 
the company’s business in several states. 
(This is not his first academic controversy: 

In 2003, he was the whistleblower who 
debunked the “Texas miracle” by which 
HISD had massaged dropout figures to 
enhance the academic rankings of district 
schools.) On Aug. 13 of this year, after 
Kimball’s lawyers had asked that the case 
be dismissed, CEP’s Chief Executive Officer 
Randle Richardson filed an affidavit in 
Harris County’s 234th District Court. In it, 
he claimed that CEP had been negotiating 
with AISD for a contract to deal with 648 of 
the district’s most high-need and low- 


achieving students. Richardson wrote, 
“Austin ISD ultimately decided not to nego- 
tiate with CEP as a result of published alle- 
gations by Kimball and the resulting nega- 
tive press coverage.” CEP said it had lost a 
$25 million contract and therefore was 
suing Kimball for $4.7 million in lost poten- 
tial profits. Kimball explained, “The judge 
was ready to approve a summary judgment, 
but then all of a sudden, they brought up 
this Austin thing.” 

While CEP blames Kimball for the lost 
contract, that’s not how two AISD trustees 
remember it or what the video of the 
meeting reflects. 

Back on Sept. 29, 2008, district staff 
issued a request for proposals from private 
firms to run an academic intervention and 
dropout recovery program for the district. 

CEP was one of three possible partners in 
discussions after the release of the request 
and the only one to submit a full-fledged pro- 
posal. As the video of the March 30 board 
meeting reflects, Associate Superintendents 
Bergeron Harris and Glenn Nolly dis- 
cussed outlines for either an in-house solu- 
tion or bringing in an external provider. 

Before the PowerPoint slides were even 
loaded, board President Mark Williams told 
trustees this was just to “give the board a 
little background ... about what problem we 
are trying to solve.” As for any contract nego- 
tiations, then-Superintendent Pat Forgione 
said, “There’s no commitment here.” 

No one doubted the scale of the problem: 
Among AISD students entering high school 
in 2004, about 1,400 - about 28% of the 
graduating class - failed to graduate in four 
years. The response from board members 
was simple: These are AISD kids, and AISD 
should solve the problem with systemwide 
reforms. Trustee Karen Dulaney Smith 
called the idea of bringing in a for-profit firm 
“anathema” to her philosophy of public edu- 
cation. Board Vice President Vince Torres 


argued that shuffling children off to an alter- 
native learning center was just “buying 
some time,” while trustee Robert Schneid- 
er compared the plan to the district’s rejec- 
tion a decade ago of proposals to hand the 
lowest performing schools to private enti- 
ties. He said, “The response that was given 
then, as I am thinking right now is the 
appropriate response, is that we have the 
resources within the district to do it.” 

During the two-hour discussion, CEP’s 
suitability was barely mentioned, because 
board members regarded the proposal as 
moot. There was clear frustration that staff, 
knowing the board’s antipathy toward priva- 
tizing facilities, had brought this proposal 
forward at all, instead of something that 
could be implemented immediately and dis- 
trictwide. No contract terms were discussed 
because, as far as the board was concerned, 
there was no contract to discuss. Recalling 
the decision, Williams said, “We wanted 
more research done from the staff’s view- 
point of what options and choices are avail- 
able to us - not just a third-party provider.” 
Schneider’s recollection is the same, and 
he said that the board’s calendar committee 
had originally tried to kill, and then finally 
downgrade, the presentation because “the 
board is uncomfortable with using public 
money to fund charters or private educa- 
tion.” As for the idea that Kimball’s paper 
played a role, the two trustees’ response is 
simple: What paper? It was never mentioned 
in the March 30 meeting. When asked if it 
figured in backroom discussions, Schneider 
said that while he could not speak for the 
entirety of the rest of the board, “I never 
heard anything about that.” While the board 
was given what he described as “a mixture 
of paper-type reviews,” Kimball’s article “was 
certainly nothing that was cited.” 

CEP and its attorneys declined to com- 
ment because of the pending litigation.

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Karl Rabago, Austin Energy’s vice president of distributed energy services, had a dose of bad news 
for solar installers last week: a drastic cut in the utility’s solar-rebate program. 


Solar Withdrawal 

When Austin Energy convened an emer- 
gency meeting last week with its solar- 
rebate program contractors, Brandon 
Mathis expected an announcement that the 
rebate - currently a generous $3.75 per watt, 
despite dramatic drops in solar prices - 
would be reduced. “Overtime, any good 
rebate program is going to wean everybody 
off of it,” says Mathis, whose company, Solar 
Community, is among the program’s 24 
approved installers. What he didn’t expect, 
however, was to learn that he may be going 
cold turkey. 

According to Karl Rabago, AE’s vice presi- 
dent for distributed energy services, it was 
clear by early August that the rebate program 
would exhaust its entire $4 million budget for 
the 2009 fiscal year - and not long thereaf- 
ter, it exhausted an extra $1 million in 
unspent energy-efficiency funds as well. 

Then, he says, as the fiscal year-end 
approached, applications poured in, gobbling 
up next year’s budget. So on Sept. 17, AE 
announced a meeting to be held the next 
week. Over that week, says Rabago, AE 
received a million dollars’ worth of applica- 
tions; within the 24 hours before the meet- 
ing, it received yet another million dollars’ 
worth. By the time Rabago spoke to the con- 
tractors, AE had already committed $3.3 mil- 
lion of FY 2010’s $4 million budget - with 
another $4.5 million worth of applications 
still pending. “So essentially,” says Rabago, 
“the purpose of the meeting was: We’ve got 
to figure out how to spend this last million.” 

Using ideas given at the 
meeting and in the days after, 

Rabago has proposed sweep- 
ing changes meant to stretch 
out the remaining funds, 
including reducing rebate and 
per-project expenditures, 
requiring energy-efficiency 
measures, and replacing the 
program for commercial, multi- 
family, and nonprofit custom- 
ers with a new program, set to 
begin in January. All 135 pending applications, 
including about 110 residential ones, would be 
returned to applicants; residential customers 
would be able to reapply beginning Nov. 1, but 
they’d have to adhere to the new policy. 


Symptoms 

“I don’t think anybody 
that’s in it for the long term 
has an issue with a lower 
rebate,” says Mathis. But the 
“retroactivity,” he says, “is a 
big point of contention.” 

While some applicants may 
swallow the price increase, 
many likely won’t - a scary 
prospect for contractors 
who’ve sunk substantial time 
and resources into just get- 
ting clients to the rebate 
application stage. Clean 
energy advocacy nonprofit 
Solar Austin has released a 
statement noting that the 
“retroactive decision-making 
will have an extremely dam- 
aging impact on the industry 
because of the commitments 
they have made based on 
the existing program.” 

It’s possible that AE can 
come up with more money, 
says Rabago - through ener- 
gy-efficiency funds unspent 
by next September or through 
potential Department of 
Energy funding. But most 
2010 applicants could be out of luck, which 
may not bode well for solar installers. “A lot 
of these companies won’t be able to make it 
if they put this program on hiatus for a year,” 
says Solar Austin’s Cary Ferchill. “I can’t 
deny the pressure and the 
pain that ... vulnerable 
businesses will face,” says 
Rabago. “I can’t sugarcoat 
it, and I can’t think of a fair 
way to protect everybody 
from the consequences of 
the basic numbers.” 

Echoing other contrac- 
tors’ input, Mathis coun- 
ters that AE should have 
mentioned funding issues 
at the monthly meetings with installers in 
August and early September, possibly spar- 
ing AE’s most recently approved solar con- 
tractors from making hires and investments 
they might otherwise have avoided. At the 


meeting, Mathis says, he asked for a show 
of hands from installers who’d been 
approved for AE’s rebate list within just the 
last three months. “Four different compa- 
nies raised their hands,” he said. “One of 
them was sitting right next to me, and this 
was his first meeting ever.” 

“That’s one of the lessons 
we’ve learned from this,” 
says Rabago. AE does pro- 
vide publicly available status 
reports on the program to 
the Resource Management 
Commission every month, 
but now, says Rabago, he 
plans to send those to the 
contractors as well. “To be honest, we 
should keep them up to date,” he said. He 
admits that the unprecedented pace with 
which the program received applications 
caught his staff “unawares,” but he says 
that the growing demand for solar does sug- 


gest a silver lining: “The big picture,” he 
says, “is that already we have signs that 
meeting [City Council’s] solar goal will be 
faster and cheaper than we thought.” Plus, 
he adds, “Remember, we’re committed to 
$3.3 million worth of work for this coming 
fiscal year already.” 

“There is solar outside of 
rebates,” says Mathis, who says 
he’s worried less about the out- 
look for his business, which is 
relatively well-established, than 
for the newer ones, but he 
laments AE’s “lack of transpar- 
ency” regarding the rebate pro- 
gram: “They’ve known about 
this, and they led these people on,” he says. 
At press time, Mathis planned to join Solar 
Austin representatives at the council meeting 
Thursday (today) to suggest innovations in 
how AE can support local solar industry both 
with and without rebates. - Nora Ankrum

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with your help, we are doing it again” What a 
load of crap that turned out to be. 

When President Barack Obama named 
Gil Kerlikowske as his administration’s new 
drug czar, many drug reformers were (quite) 
cautiously optimistic. Kerlikowske had served 
as chief of police in Seattle and had come to 
Washington, D.C., with a reputation for being 
open to different ways of doing things - he’d 
accepted needle exchange in Seattle and duly 
implemented the city’s policy to make pot-law 
enforcement the police department’s lowest 
law enforcement priority. So far, however, 
Kerlikowske has been, sadly, more of the pro- 
hibitionist same. He said early in the year 
that he’d like to see the “war” taken out of 
the drug war and to see the nation’s drug 
strategy focus more on treatment and demand 
reduction - worthy goals, indeed. But Kerli- 
kowske ’s honeymoon ended quickly when, in 
July, he dusted off a favorite line of drug war- 
riors past: “Marijuana is dangerous and has 
no medical benefit,” he told The Fresno Bee. 

Ouch. 

If drug-use and incarceration statistics 
mean anything at all, arresting and punishing 
clearly hasn’t worked. So what does the 
future hold? 

If we continue pretending that we can stop 
people from using drugs and insisting that our 
current approach - along with the countless

millions it costs - actually works, then abso- 
lutely nothing but the same will result. Lives 
and families will be destroyed, and we’ll contin- 
ue to see drug use remain stable while arrests 
increase. But if we get real and finally - like an 
addict - admit that we have a problem and 
don’t know how to fix it, we might finally be 
able construct a regulation scheme that cre- 
ates revenue, shrinks the black market (and 
the violence that comes with it), and actually 
encourages public health and public safety. 

One can always dream. ■ 


KICKING THE 
DRUG WAR HABIT

News flash: Americans are still using drugs. 
In fact, according to the annual National 
Survey on Drug Use and Health, drug use 
among people 12 and older remains remark- 
ably stable. Just more than 117 million 
Americans in 2008 told federal researchers 
that they had used illicit drugs during their 
lifetimes; more than 102 million said 
they’d used marijuana or hash. 

Those numbers are up slightly 
over the previous year when 
just more than 114 million 
said they’d ever used, and 
roughly 100 million said they’d 
used pot. 

While those increases cer- 
tainly aren’t large, it is worth not- 
ing that, consistently, roughly 8% of 
the population 12 and up say they’ve 
used drugs in the last month, nearly 47% 
admit they’ve used drugs at some point in 
their lifetimes, and 41% say they’ve used pot. 
Those are hardly insignificant numbers - and 
there is good reason to believe those are 
actually low-ball estimates. As is often point- 
ed out by NORML Deputy 
Director Paul Armentano, 
according to the Department of 
Health and Human Services’ 

Substance Abuse and Mental 
Health Services Administration, 
the survey is conducted in per- 
son by federal employees via 
“face-to-face interviews at the 
respondent’s place of residence.” 

In a 2004 AlterNet column, 

Armentano asked, “How likely is 
it that the average American 
drug consumer is going to truth- 
fully admit to a representative of 
the federal government - one standing in 
their living room, no less - that they engage 
in illicit activity punishable by a lengthy prison 
term?” Moreover, the survey does not include 
all populations: Folks in jail, who generally 
have higher use rates, aren’t surveyed; nei- 
ther are military members on active duty, who 
generally have lower rates of drug use. 


Nonetheless, these are the numbers 
we have to go on, and, even if they’re 
low, they suggest one important thing: The 
war on drugs is at a stalemate. Of course 
that isn’t for a lack of trying to win the end- 
less war. Former President George W. Bush’s 
so-called drug czar John Walters waged an 
all-out war on pot during his tenure as the 
fearless director of the White 
House Office of the National 
Drug Control Policy. He 
amped up the government pro- 
paganda about the evils of the 
devil weed, and during his time 
in office, the number of arrests 
for mere pot possession sky- 
rocketed to an all-time record of 
775,138 popped in 2007. “No 
drug matches the threat posed 
by marijuana,” wrote Scott 
Burns, Walters’ deputy director 
for state and local affairs, in an 
earnest letter to the nation’s 
prosecutors in 2002. “Drug policy ‘reformers’ 
say that our anti-drug efforts, especially those 
of prosecutors and police, are doomed to fail. 
This is absolutely false,” he continued. “We 
may never rid this country of every crack pipe 
or marijuana plant. However, research proves 
that we have made substantial success in 
reducing drug use in this country before, and

Step up and get your tidbits, right here! 
We’ve got hot heath care tidbits for you. 

The brouhaha over health care reform has 
produced a generous serving of tidbits - lit- 
tle oddities, facts, and perverse twists that 
give a glimpse into some of the realities 
that don’t get much coverage. 

For example, insurance corporations are 
infamous for denying coverage to anyone 
with a pre-existing condition - things like can- 
cer or that ingrown toenail you had 20 years 
ago.

LOCO FOR LOCAL 

In Alice in Wonderland, Humpty Dumpty 
declares, “When I use a word, it means what 
I choose it to mean, neither more nor less.” 

Well, get ready to tumble down the 
semantical rabbit hole again, for giant cor- 
porations are trying to co-opt the meaning 
of one of our important words: “local.” It’s 
important, because small businesses all 
across the country have created a very pos- 
itive, grassroots economic movement based 
on being local producers, providers, and 
marketers. More than 130 cities have 
“local business alliances,” with 30,000 
businesses enlisted. 

The movement has been phenomenally 
popular with consumers, who like the flavor 
and personality of local enterprises and like 
the fact that their consumer dollars stay in 
their community. So now other businesses 
want in on the action - such outfits as Frito 
Lay, Wal-Mart, Starbucks, CVS, and Barnes 
& Noble. 

These global brands are using TV ads 
and other promotions to hawk their mass- 
produced stuff as “local.” The sprawling 
Barnes & Noble chain, for example, cheer- 
fully asserts, “All bookselling is local.” 
Flellmann’s, a division of Dutch-owned 
Unilever, is claiming that its mayonnaise is 
local because most of its ingredients come 
from North America. That isn’t local. It’s loco! 

An executive of a PR outfit that is helping 
promote this perversion explains the so- 
called logic behind the corporate power play: 
“There is a belief that you can only be local 
if you are a small and authentic brand. This 
isn’t necessarily true,” she says. “Big brands 
can use the notion of local to their advan- 
tage as well. ... It’s a different way of think- 
ing about local that is not quite as literal.”

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Travis County 
‘Death Spiral’ 

A Commissioners Court seminar in how 
not to manage human resources

When the Travis County commissioners 
narrowly voted Sept. 1 to terminate two long- 
tenured and high-ranking employees, the offi- 
cial explanation was that the two women 
simply could not get along, and their feud was 
taking an unacceptable toll on county opera- 
tions and employees. 

But reams of documents since provided by 
the county through open records requests reflect 
a much more complicated workplace situation 
within the Human Resources Management 
Department - a situation that commissioners 
and the county attorney had long been aware 
of before they finally decided to take action. By 
waiting from roughly 2002 until late 2008 to 
try to resolve the problem - first with a “climate 
assessment report” of the HR department and 
later a mediator - it appears commissioners 
enabled or tolerated a nasty state of affairs that 
eventually became what one county employee 
called a “death spiral.” Ultimately, commis- 
sioners came to believe their only solution was 
to fire both the supervisor, Executive Manager 
Alicia Perez, and her subordinate, Human 
Resources Director Linda Moore Smith. 

By the time the county voted to terminate 
the two managers, the tangible price tag for 
the failed remediation had hit nearly $68,000, 
with more than $40,000 of that amount spent 
investigating employee complaints against 
Smith. And the bills will keep on coming. The 
final tab is expected to be well into the six 
figures, given the commissioners’ stated intent 
to negotiate severance agreements with Perez 
and Smith. 

Setting aside the irony of a dysfunctional 
human resources department - traditionally 
expected to be the steady personnel anchor of 
an organization - the commissioners’ action 
raises questions about why the longstanding 
HR dilemma reached the point of a very pub- 
lic ouster of two minority women approaching 
retirement age (Perez, 57, is Hispanic, and 
Smith, now 60, is African-American). 

County commissioners have laid the blame 
squarely on Perez’s shoulders. They say she 
failed to manage Smith, who, despite her pro- 
fessional abilities to deliver on her job respon- 
sibilities, was a source of friction within the 
department. According to internal memos and 
the climate assessment report conducted by 
Employment Practices Solutions Inc., Smith 
had a history of abusiveness and disrespectful 
treatment of employees. The December 2008 
report cites “a climate of verbal abuse, intimi- 
dation and suppression affecting employees in 
HRMD; where Ms. Smith [and one of Smith’s 
managers] have been free to yell at employees, 
slam doors and otherwise act without civil, 
common and ordinary restraint.” 


The report also refers to strained relations 
between Perez and Smith, which ultimately 
became the commissioners’ ammunition for 
terminating both. 

In her nearly 12 years as HR director, Smith 
had four Equal Employment Opportunity Com- 
mission complaints filed against her, and had 
gone through five employee relations managers 
in nine years. Two of the former managers, both 
African-American males, were among the four 
employees who filed EEOC complaints. Smith’s 
attorney, Terry Davis, points out that the com- 
plaints were found to be without merit; howev- 
er, the county spent hours in multiple executive 
sessions negotiating settlements with two of the 
employees, while a third complaint has moved 
to litigation. Davis also said Smith is declining 
media interviews, explaining, “My client has 
never been one to seek publicity.” 



Stormy Weather 

The commissioners’ HR shakedown may con- 
tinue to have legal reverberations and could have 
an impact on the re-election campaigns of 
County Judge Sam Biscoe and 4th Precinct 
Commissioner Margaret Gomez, each expected 
to seek another term in 2010. Gomez seconded 
Biscoe’s July 28 motion to place Perez and Smith 
on administrative leave. But on Sept. 1, when 
commissioners took final action, Gomez joined 
Commissioner Ron Davis in voting against ter- 
minating Perez and Smith. Her vote change 
came after sharp criticism from Hispanic leaders 
- and the threat of drawing a viable political 
opponent in 2010 (former Austin City Council 
Member Raul Alvarez is a possible candidate). In 
any event, by the time of the Sept. 1 vote, the 
damage had already been done. Perez and Smith 
had been effectively fired July 28; the vote to 
place the women on administrative leave also 
included specific instructions to clean out their 
offices. “It was a painful experience, to say the 



least,” Perez said of the commissioners’ actions. 
“To come out [of executive session] and say, 
‘You’re fired’ . . . that was bloody wicked.” 
Gomez now says she was not aware of how 
bad things were in the HR department until the 
problems had escalated into a crisis-manage-

ment situation. “On top of that,” she said, “I 
tried hard not to meddle with any of the execu- 
tive managers and their employees.” Gomez 
echoed the implication of the outside consul- 
tant’s climate assessment report, citing a poor 
working relationship between Perez and Smith. 
As the assessment states, “Several [employees] 
reported a ‘trickle down’ effect, suggesting Ms. 
Perez’s attitude toward Ms. Smith causes Ms. 
Smith to either ‘go off’ on HRMD employees or 
withdraw. ” Gomez firmly believes the unrest in 
human resources originated from a conflict 
between Perez and Smith. “To give them credit, 
they both did deliver the county work, [but] 
they had this conflict; they didn’t like each 
other, they didn’t trust each other . . . and then 
the employees started fifing complaints.” 

But Perez and several former and current 
employees take issue with such a simplistic 
explanation. “Our conflict started when those 
complaints started. I could not ignore them,” 
said Perez, who hired Smith for the HR posi- 


tion in 1997. But, Perez added: “We weren’t at 
each other’s throats. It wasn’t as horrible as 
people make it seem.” 

County documents dating back to 2004 
and 2005 include e-mails from employees to 
Biscoe, commissioners, and the County Attor- 
ney’s Office, and they raise concerns about 
Smith’s management style. The records also 
do not support the tidy “trickle down” theory 
that the complaints against Smith were a 
direct result of Perez’s treatment of her. 

By 2008, however, records show that the 
relationship between the executive manager 
and the HR director had indeed reached a tip- 
ping point. Perez’s memos to Smith between 
late 2007 and 2008 carry the tone of a supervi- 
sor who has completely run out of patience. “I 
am very disappointed in our conversation on 
Friday,” Perez wrote in a two-sentence e-mail to 
Smith Oct. 22, 2007. “Perhaps we can engage 
the County Attorney to help mediate our differ- 
ences.” Another e-mail, this one dated Nov. 1, 
2007, concerns Perez’s dismay over Smith’s 
secrecy regarding an executive search process 
- and it closes with a statement that certainly 
sounds like a warning of a potential dismissal. 
“I spoke with the Judge [Biscoe] and he sup- 
ports the perspective that recruitment for any 
position should be transparent and not a 
‘closed’ process. . . . Since our perspectives are 
so opposed on how important the principle of 
open and honest communication is to Travis 
County and what our roles are to make sure 
we maintain public integrity and organiza- 
tional values, it may be time for us to consider 
alternatives to our working relationship.” 

Yet if the problems in HR did indeed origi- 
nate with Smith, Gomez asks, “I have to be 
left with the thought, ‘Why didn’t [Perez] 
take action?”’ 

Pointing Fingers 

The answer is buried somewhere within two 
conflicting accounts. In 2005, the Travis County 
Attorney’s Office investigated two complaints 
against Smith and found she had not violated 
any laws or policies. The investigation did, 
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however, cite problems with Smith’s interac- 
tions with employees. Perez says she sought 
the green light from the County Attorney’s 
Office to give Smith the opportunity to 
resign. But there was a sense among county 
officials that Smith would not voluntarily 
resign, Perez said, and the logical solution in 
2005 - in terms of avoiding litigation - was 
to place Smith on a performance improve- 
ment plan, instructing Smith to receive 
coaching on “interpersonal relationships and 
work environment communications.” 

On two previous occasions, Perez said, the 
legal staff had blessed her decision to seek 
resignations of other department heads, both 
white males. County commissioners’ remarks 
in their job evaluations of Perez indicate they 
were happy with Perez’s new replacement 
hires in those departments, but they contin- 
ued to find fault with HR, the most time- 
consuming burden of Perez’s multifaceted 
responsibilities. “I believe we need to talk 
about a change in direction at the top in 
HRMD,” former Commissioner Karen Son- 
leitner wrote in her 2002 evaluation. “I think 
that Linda [Moore Smith] has taken this 
department as far as it can, and I’m ready for 
someone to take it to the next level.” And 
again, in 2004, Sonleitner wrote, “I’m still 
unhappy with Linda’s direction at HRMD.” 
Perez followed through with the county 
attorney’s advice to place the HR director on 
a performance improvement plan. The June 
2005 directive called for Smith to draw up a 
plan of action to address her interpersonal 
skills with HR employees and other county 
staff. In the same document, Perez com- 
mended Smith on her “ability to accomplish 
tasks and articulate Human Resources prin- 
ciples.” Smith responded a few weeks later 
with the requested action plan, while strong- 
ly suggesting that the problems were not 
entirely her responsibility. “I am committed 
to address any actual or perceived communi- 
cation gaps,” Smith wrote (emphases in 
original). “Conversely, I am cognizant that 
any efforts on my part to enhance communi- 
cations and workplace relationships require 
the commitment and effort of others whose 
attitudes, behaviors and practices are not 
within my authority to change.” 

Biscoe, for his part, says when Perez dis- 
cussed the possibility of terminating Smith, 
he advised her to talk to the legal depart- 
ment, but he flatly denies accusations that 
he actively blocked Perez’s efforts to fire 
Smith. “This thing about me not wanting her 
to fire [Smith] is hogwash,” Biscoe said. 
“Alicia,” he said, “is blaming everybody else. 

. . . Alicia doesn’t admit to anything.” 

Under the performance plan, Perez said 
Smith started to show improvement, “but 
then the complaints started again.” 

Brought to a Boil 

County documents show Perez’s next 
attempt to oust Smith came in July 2008. 
The legal department instructed Perez to 
present documentation to support her ratio- 
nale for dismissing Smith. In her August 


2008 memo to Biscoe and County Attorney 
David Escamilla, Perez cited a number of 
reasons, including “discord and instability” 
in HR’s Staffing, Training and Employee 
Relations Division, which had seen the turn- 
over of five managers in nine years. 
Additionally, Perez wrote, “Difficulties in 
communication between Ms. Smith, her col- 
leagues, her supervisor, her staff, and elected 
and appointed officials have diminished her 
effectiveness as HRMD director.” Perez 
acknowledged that her own communications 
with Smith “have also been strained and 
grow increasingly difficult.” 

By the time Perez submitted the 2008 let- 
ter seeking Smith’s termination, commis- 
sioners had begun discussing hiring an out- 
side consultant to conduct a climate assess- 
ment of the HR department, Biscoe said. The 
strained relations between Perez and Smith 
quickly became the focal point of the consul- 
tant’s assessment. A mediator was brought 
in. In the end, the long-simmering manage- 
ment problems in HR - the source of com- 
plaints and high turnover throughout the 
years - boiled down to a very rudimentary 
public explanation: The two women just 
could not get along. The explanation was 
apparently satisfactory to the county judge 
and most of the commissioners. “They 
would work together for a couple of months, 
and then there would be a flare-up,” Biscoe 
said, as though the entire problem was little 
more than a personal conflict between the 
two women. 

Former commissioner Sonleitner says she 
was disappointed with the public portrayal 
of the two female managers. “The way this 
was presented fed every horrible and false 
stereotype out there that some folks want to 
believe - that women can’t manage, that 
minorities can’t be good managers, and that 
government in general can’t manage.” 

Nor did the “cat fight” explanation - as 
some observers began to dismissively 
describe the situation - wash with Perez’s 
supporters. Nearly 30 of them, including at 
least eight county employees, appeared 
before commissioners Aug. 4 to voice their 
concerns about the county’s handling of the 
matter. At least a couple of speakers noted 
that neither Perez nor Smith deserved to be 
treated so poorly in such a public manner. 

Biscoe later acknowledged his surprise to 
see the number of rank-and-file employees 
- ranging from a deputy constable to a 
groundskeeper - who testified on behalf of 
Perez, calling the testimony “not a good 
move in my view. ” One of the speakers was 
in fact his longtime aide, Sheryl Brown, who 
helped Perez pack up her office the night of 
July 28. She told commissioners, “I was in 
shock” over their dismissal of Perez. 

“I was raised by wise parents . . . and they 
said if you don’t stand up for something, you 
will fall for anything. I’m saying this now,” 
Brown said over scattered applause, “I came 
here as an employee of Travis County because 
I stand up for what I saw . . . the integrity [of 
Perez] and how she treated employees.” ■

ARTHOUSE It takes a village to raise a city 


Arthouse staffers weren’t sure if people 
would actually show up for The 24 Hour 
Roman Reconstruction Project, a time-based 
installation/performance by Los Angeles art- 
ist Liz Glynn in which volunteers help build a 
model version of ancient Rome in a day. They 
needn’t have worried. This is Austin, a city 
with DIY in its DNA, that loves to do and to 
make. And indeed, between midnight and 
midnight last Saturday, they came, they saw, 
they built. And at the end of the 24 hours, 
they trashed. Herewith, notes from that Day. 
12:15am (741BC): Just a quarter-hour late 
meant missing the first dozen years of 
ancient Rome, including construction of the 
huts of Romulus and Remus. But I arrived in 
time to see volunteers paint the Tigris River 
across the Jones Center floor, where the 
seven Roman hills were marked out by 
name. A few simple buildings had been 
erected already, and among the 60 people 
present (and three dogs - stand-ins for the 
she-wolf that suckled Rome’s founders), 
many were kneeling on the concrete, industri- 
ously cutting cardboard to add more. By 
lam, when I left, another 20 people had 
joined in, with Glynn distributing laminated 
cards describing specific buildings for them 
to re-create. They pillaged stacks of card- 
board and wood leaning against one wall; 
grabbed box-cutters, rulers, and tape; and 
started working. Friday-night revelers on 
Congress Avenue paused before the plate- 
glass window to watch. The air was buzzing. 
9am (318BC): What a difference 423 years 
makes. During my eight hours away, some 
two dozen structures had sprung up, along 


with a foot-tall cardboard wall encircling the 
city. With few surviving images of Rome’s ear- 
liest buildings to guide them, some partici- 
pants approached their assignments fancifully 
- one had beer-bottle columns and a roof cov- 
ered in lavender fur. Around 5am, the num- 
bers had dwindled to 20 people (most from a 
high school Latin class from Houston), but 
now 80 strong, about a quarter of them 
younger than 12, were on hand building the 
Roman Republic. Here, the oval track of the 
Circus Maximus had been laid; there, a 5-foot- 
tall Colossus of Hercules set up, the flat card- 
board suggesting a cheap standee for an old 
Steve Reeves sword-and-sandals movie. 

4pm (AD23): The Republic has given way to 
the Empire, and the city has expanded 
almost to the edges of the gallery, bordered 
by a wall now knee-high. Stepping over it into 
the profusion of miniature temples offered 
the uncanny sensation of being Gulliver walk- 
ing in Lilliput. Though the number of people 
was about the same as in the morning, the 
activity was much more intense. Fiddler 
Danny Levin serenaded the crowd, a la Nero, 
but these folks focused on building, and as 
this era’s buildings are well-documented, the 
re-creations had grown more ambitious. The 
whine of power saws cut the air, blending 
nicely with Musique Concrete, William 
Meadows’ electronic score, mixing music with 
tool sounds to mark concrete’s widespread 
use after Rome’s Great Fire. The scene was 
chaotic but a magnificent chaos born of cre- 
ativity - all these different hands working 
independently but toward a common goal, 
this ephemeral end of re-creating an ancient 


city hastily and with poor materials that will 
be destroyed at the day’s end. Banners tout- 
ing Latin phrases ring the space, and one in 
particular speaks to me: “By united efforts.” 
That’s how this Rome is getting built. 
11:30pm (AD386): The city has grown into a 
zoning commissioner’s nightmare, buildings 
jammed higgledy-piggledy with little room 
among them, styles running the gamut from 
crude grade-school history project to polished 
grad-school architectural model. Still, having 
watched them be built, it’s hard not to feel 
that they’re all of a piece: all made in this 
space by people working together, and wheth- 
er slapdash or slick, all projecting the same 
spirit of play. Glynn looked as serene as she 
had all day, an eye of calm in this vortex of 
anarchic activity. As the 24 hours wound 
down, the crowd - 100? 150? more? - began 
to anticipate the moment when they could 


play Visigoths and sack the Eternal City. Once 
the Waco Girls got all thrashy and loud, they 
cut loose, stomping, kicking, trampling every- 
thing in sight. It took only about a minute for 
the glory that was Rome to be history. 

But even as Rome was being deconstructed, 
talk of reconstruction was in the air: Arthouse’s, 
that is. Executive Director Sue Graze announced 
that the Jones Center’s long-awaited expansion 
would commence in October. The capital cam- 
paign netted $5 million of its $6 million goal, 
and Austin’s Structura Inc. has been hired as 
contractor, so Arthouse is ready to make the 
plans by architects Lewis.Tsurumaki. Lewis - 
creating new galleries, studios, a 90-seat com- 
munity/screening room, a 5,500-square-foot 
rooftop space, and a new facade - a reality. 
Expect a year of construction and a grand 
reopening in October 2010. For more informa- 
tion, visit www.arthousetexas.org.

SARA MEDINA-PAPE m memoriam 


Condolences to the family, friends, col- 
leagues, and former students of Sara 
Medina-Pape, who died Friday, Sept. 18. The 
longtime costume designer and assistant 
professor at St. Edward’s University passed 
away in California while undergoing treat- 
ment for her third bout with pancreatic can- 
cer. She was 56. Though born in 
Milan, Italy, Medina-Pape was very 
much a Texas girl, growing up 
here, obtaining a master’s in the- 
atre arts from the University of 
Texas at Austin, and spending 19 
years at St. Ed’s, where she taught 
and designed costumes for many 
Mary Moody Northen Theatre pro- 
ductions, contributing award-nomi- 
nated work to Fallen Angels, 

Fuente Ovejuna, and Twelfth Night. She also 
holds a notable credit in film: designing cos- 
tumes for the Coen brothers’ Austin-shot 
Blood Simple in 1984. But though her roots 
were in the Lone Star State, Medina-Pape 
was not rooted here. At various times, she 
made her home in London, England; Lima, 


Peru; and Kenya. She also spent three sum- 
mers in Uganda assisting the Sisters of the 
Holy Cross in educating women there, an 
experience that led her to organize an annu- 
al sale of Ugandan crafts at St. Ed’s, the 
proceeds of which went to villagers in the 
country where they were made. Medina-Pape 
is survived by her husband, 
Brian Pape; children, Ian and 
Natalie; mother, Johnnie 
Medina; sister, Amy Repp; 
brother, Paul Bounds; and 
legions of students who 
admired not only her talents as 
a designer and teacher but her 
vivacity, optimism, and compas- 
sion as a human being. A 
memorial service was held 
Saturday, Sept. 26, in the Our Lady Queen 
of Peace Chapel on the St. Edward’s cam- 
pus. In lieu of flowers, donations may be 
made to the Lazarex Cancer Foundation 
(www.lazarex.org) and/or the SEUganda proj- 
ect (www.stedwards.edu/SE_Uganda).

Leaving the Hillside, arriving at the choir 


The leadership shuffles at Austin’s arts 
organizations continue. 

Out at Zilker Theatre Productions is Artistic 
Director Scott Schroeder, who has held that 
position for eight years but whose associa- 
tion with the annual Hillside Summer Musical 
goes back to 1984. Following the one-two 
punch of record-breaking heat and recession 
that left this year’s production of The Music 
Man in the red, a dispute arose between 
Schroeder and the ZTP board over reimburse- 
ment of funds that he loaned to the organiza- 
tion. He chose to resign. While he is sad to 
leave ZTP under these circumstances, 
Schroeder says he is proud of his time and 
experiences with the Hillside Summer 
Musical, calling it his “theatrical home” and 
wishing it the best. 

In at Conspirare is Ann Hume Wilson, who 
takes the position of executive director left by 
the resignation of Erich Vollmer in June. 
Wilson is making the leap over from the 



Blanton Museum of Art, where she has 
worked since May 2004, serving as associate 
director and interim director between the 
departure of Jessie Otto Hite in February 
2008 and the arrival of Ned Rifkin in May 
2009. She’ll leave the Blanton Oct. 23 and 
join Conspirare Nov. 2. Melissa J. Eddy, who 
has served as Conspirare’s interim managing 
director since July 1, will become communica- 
tions and grants manager. - R.F 
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AC: Where did the resources of this museum fit 
into the appeal of the job for you? I’m thinking of 
the Suida-Manning collection, the Steinberg print 
collection, having two new buildings .... 

NR: The resources, as I see it, have to do 
with people and not just the objects. While 
I was being interviewed as a candidate, I was 
meeting outstanding people who were clearly 
dedicated and devoted to the same values that 
I share, right up to the president and beyond 
him to the support system: the museum coun- 
cil people I would meet, the community collec- 
tors that I was able to get in touch with. With 
a new facility and acquisitions that have been 
made already, the Blanton has reached what I 
would call a threshold moment, and that really 
is attractive to me. It’s brimming, and I want 
to be part of that. I want to be part of that 
team. I want to be a leader. A leader is not just 
somebody who’s in charge; it’s somebody who 
understands the energy and the potential of 
the people and the resources. And the univer- 
sity as a resource is so incredible. There are so 
many extraordinary people here, with not only 
collections but also knowledge and expertise, 
insights. It seems to me that the more we can 
cross-pollinate and collaborate, the richer the 
offerings will be. I think I said something about 
nourishing people. You know, there’s a way to 
set the table, and when you set the table in a 
way that’s attractive and put out really good 
food, it’s gonna get eaten. The experience isn’t 
just getting the nourishment; it’s the pleasure 
of eating, the aroma - all these things are 
part of the experience. There have to be hors 
d’oeuvres, and there has to be dessert, and the 
entree is the building and the collections. But 
the rest of it is just as important, you know, 
including how you invite people and welcome 
them to your home for art. 

AC: To me, it’s been fascinating to watch how 
this particular institution has pushed itself to 
welcome people through less traditional means, 
such as the B Scene and the community programs 


with “ Birth of the Cool” They’ve done so much to 
make that town/gown barrier porous and get peo- 
ple more excited about crossing back and forth. 
NR: There are certain times when you say: 
“It’s not either/or. It’s both/and.” There’s no 
reason to have to perceive things as separated. 
I understand that historically there’s been a 
sense that the university is somehow insular 
or boundaried, but I think art is the perfect 
vehicle for transcending it. I also think that in 
a day and age when people are communicating 
with each other at great distances and with 
great rapidity and speed, this is a place of com- 
ing together, of intersection, of fusion, and you 
need to become the town mall, the commons. 
You need to be the promenade, the place where 
socially people really want to go and be, not 
because it’s trendy, but because it is so rich. 
Museums serve many different functions, and 
one of them is social gathering. And it’s secular. 
It’s not religious, but where it becomes like a 
church or a temple or a mosque is that there’s 
something reverential and spiritual sometimes 
about being knocked out by a work of art. You 
know, it’s hard to say what you think or feel. It’s 
just incredible. And when you have that experi- 
ence, it is like an epiphany. It is the realization 
that I am communicating with someone who’s 
centuries old or far away or maybe around the 
comer but they’re not right here except for that 
amazing thing, which is essentially the proxy 
for that person, standing in for that person, and 
you touch something and they touch some- 
thing in you that becomes activated, animated. 
And so it’s vital. It’s vibrant. It’s alive in a way 
that, you know, if you just roller-skate past it, 
it’s not gonna happen. And you’re not going 
to like everything, and in fact, if you go to a 
party, you don’t like everybody at the party, 
but you have that one, extraordinary, deep 
conversation that makes that evening totally 
worthwhile. So we’re talking about those kinds 
of experiences, ultimately. ■

Setting the Table 

New Director Ned Rifkin wants to bring more 
people to the feast that is the Blanton

What’s a former undersecretary of art for the Smithsonian Institution doing 
mnning the Blanton Museum of Art? And how does one shift from the nation’s 
capital to the Texas capital? That’s what we wanted to know from Dr. Ned Rifkin, 
who in May was named successor to Jessie Otto Hite, who ran the Blanton for 
15 years, and interim Director Ann Wilson. So the Chronicle spoke with Rifkin 
about returning both to the Lone Star State (he taught at the University of Texas 
in Arlington in the Seventies and directed the Menil Collection in Houston from 
1999 to 2001) and to the classroom (his duties include a professorship in the 
Department of Art & Art History and advising President William Powers Jr. on 
matters of art), as well as his reasons for taking the Blanton post and his plans 
there. This Sunday, when the museum is adding a new feather in its cap of inter- 
national renown with the opening of “Paolo Veronese: The Petrobelli Altarpiece” 
(see “Putting It Together,” p.40), it seemed especially fitting to mn his answers. 


Austin Chronicle: Looking back on your experi- 
ences at the Smithsonian, what happened there to 
shape the philosophy that you’re bringing here? 
Ned Rifkin: Well, one thing that’s great about 
the Smithsonian is that America comes to the 
Smithsonian - it’s almost a theme park about 
American civics and history and art and sci- 
ence and so on. So people are hungry - really, 
really hungry - for seeing things, whether it’s 
the ruby slippers that Judy Garland wore or 
Archie Bunker’s chair or a Rothko painting. 
They really want to experience the real thing 
on some level, and they’re willing to make 
the pilgrimage on the National Mall. So what 
I’ve learned from that is that - it’s like, if you 
put out good food, they’ll eat. They’ll really 
eat. And whether they’re the students who 
have their one trip to Washington, D.C., for 
school or whether it’s the grandparents bring- 
ing their grandchildren or 
the adults, they really under- 
stand the value of setting 
aside time to step into some- 
thing that really illuminates 
and inspires. People used to 
come up to me wherever I 
was - literally, in the world 
- and say, “You work for 
the Smithsonian,” and it was 
in this kind of reverential 
tone. It was not because I 
am the Smithsonian; it was 
what they experienced. What 
I learned was you can be 
meaningful to people on so many levels, and 
it starts with what you actually do on site, 
and it emanates from there. So what are the 
ways we can touch people? What are the ways 
we can become a state of mind as well as a 
place, a feeling, and I’ll say a resource rather 
than an attraction, because I think people are 
very hungry for nourishment, more and more 
during these very difficult times that we’re 
experiencing now. 

AC: When you left the Smithsonian, you told 
The Washington Post that you were going to 
be very careful about what your next job was. 
So what was it that you saw in this job that 


made it feel like something dif- 
ferent from what you had there? 

NR: I don’t know the quote 
you’re referring to, but it does 
reflect fairly well that I had to think about 
what I wanted to do after being an undersecre- 
tary of the Smithsonian, which is a big deal. I 
realized that part of what I wanted was a more 
intimate and more educationally focused envi- 
ronment. And when this job came up, it 
seemed to offer me the opportunity to be both 
a teacher and learner and a leader, which are 
things that I value immensely. Leadership is 
something that I think has been highly ques- 
tioned in our country and within the world. 
My view is that ultimately it’s about your own 
values and how to extrude them through what 
you do into something meaningful, some sort 
of embodied practice. Teaching is where I 
started, and in a funny way 
I never left, because I always 
thought that the museum 
was an instrument for teach- 
ing. It was many other things, 
but it was certainly about 
enabling people to learn how 
to see actively. And it’s not 
just about art. If you look 
at a portrait, maybe you’ll 
think about looking at people 
differently. If you look at a 
landscape painting, you may 
perceive nature differently, 
and so on and so forth. I felt 
that maybe it was time to share [the experi- 
ences and skills that I’ve accumulated] in a 
meaningful way with people who are coming 
together as a community to learn. 

So my feeling is that Austin, which has 
become an almost critical-mass place for 
creativity and culture, and the University of 
Texas, which has, over the decades I’ve known 
it, become one of the top universities in the 
country - the convergence of those two things 
made me feel: I can learn, I can grow, and I 
can become more of who I am in this situa- 
tion, and in so doing perhaps ignite somebody 
else’s quest and really motivate [someone] .

Putting It Together 


Dr. Xavier F. Salomon knew he was on to 
something, something big: the location of a 
lost section of a massive 16th century Italian 
altarpiece that had been hacked apart and sold 
in sections 220 years ago. Based on the three 
surviving fragments, it was clear that at one 
time, the Petrobelli altarpiece - a 20-foot work 
commissioned from the Venetian master Paolo 
Veronese for the church of San Francisco at 
Lendinara, near Padua, Italy - included a figure 
of St. Michael between the kneeling figures of 
Antonio and Girolamo Petrobelli, the cousins 
who had commissioned the piece. Since at 
least the 1930s, though, scholars had assumed 
the figure was simply destroyed when the work 
was cut into pieces. But while Salomon had 
been in Lendinara doing research on the paint- 
ing, the question of what had happened to the 


angel kept nagging at him, and he wondered if 
perhaps the head might have been preserved. 
Then, in London, where he serves as curator of 
the Dulwich Picture Gallery, in the middle of 
the night it came to him: He’d seen the head of 
St. Michael in Austin. Touring Texas the year 
before, he had stopped by the Blanton Museum 
of Art to see the three works by Veronese that 
were part of its Suida-Manning Collection of 
Renaissance and baroque art. One of them was 
the head of St. Michael. Only no one knew it 
was St. Michael; it was listed in the collection 
only as Head of an Angel, which was what art 
historian William Suida thought it was when he 
acquired it in the 1930s. That’s when Salomon 
e-mailed Jonathan Bober, the Blanton’s curator 
of prints, drawings, and European paintings, 
and asked him to check the dimensions of the 
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head of the angel and the 
character of canvas. If 
Salomon’s hunch was 
right, he had solved a 
centuries-old mystery in 
Renaissance art. Bober 
gave him the data. They 
matched those of the 
Petrobelli altarpiece. To 
remove all doubt, Bober 
took Head of an Angel to 
the National Gallery of 
Canada, Ottawa, which 
holds the upper section of 
the altarpiece, Dead 
Christ Supported by 
Angels. With an X-ray test 
and by positioning the 
Blanton’s painting with the 
National Gallery’s section, 
conservator Stephen Gritt 
was able to confirm 
Salomon’s hypothesis. 

This year, all four surviv- 
ing fragments of the 
Petrobelli altarpiece were 
reunited for a special exhi- 
bition, “Paolo Veronese: 

The Petrobelli Altarpiece.” 

The show, which also 
includes X-rays of the sec- 
tions of the altarpiece, 
first opened in the Dulwich 
Picture Gallery in 
February. This week, it 
opens at the Blanton for a four-month stay, its 
only showing in the United States. - R.F.

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The Kids Stay 
in the Picture 

Diana Welch talks about the joint 
memoir she wrote with her siblings 
about surviving childhood

It’s unfortunate that the term “survivor” has been co-opted 
by reality personalities eating bugs for 30 days, but then again, 
Diana Welch - most definitely a Survivor with a capital “S” - 
has lived such a colorful life that maybe she’s subsisted on 
bugs, too. I don’t know. We only talked for 30 minutes, so we 
didn’t cover every base. 

What we did get to, in glancing: Mexican banditos, a green 
card marriage (and divorce), a high school sex ed tutorial on 
fisting, and her recent home birth to son Harvey. Diana points 
to the dining room, where the birthing tub once sat. “I rocked 
it,” she grins. 

Diana, a former Chronicle contributor, has stories, for sure, 
but those are for another book. The story we’re talking about 
today is the one she and her three siblings - Amanda, Liz, and 
Dan - wrote a book about, The Kids Are All Right. The title 
may tip the hand of the happy ending - well, happy enough 
- but what comes first is the frankly devastating story of what 
happened when the Welch kids first lost their father in a mys- 
terious car accident and then their mother, the actress Ann 
Williams, to cancer four years later. The kids were scattered 
to the four winds - Amanda off to college in New York; Liz, 
living with friends during her last year of high school in their 
Connecticut hometown; Dan, shuttling between reluctant 
guardians and then shoved off to boarding school; and Diana, 
only 7 at the time of her mother’s death, dropped into a new 
family entirely, with limited contact with her siblings. 

According to Diana, it was Liz, now a New York-based jour- 
nalist, who first tried to set the story down of the Welch family. 
“She’s an investigative journalist so she was trying to report the 
story - that was her instinct. She collected all of our mother’s 
medical records, all of our father’s financial 
stuff, talked to people who worked with my 
mother - just really reported the shit out of it. 

But then every time she tried to put it together 
as a story, it just wasn’t jelling.” 

On the advice of an agent, Liz took a different 
tack: to attempt to describe what happened to 
someone younger, “too young to know what was 
going on.” Diana was the obvious choice. “So 
[Liz] wrote this memory of our father’s funeral 
to me. And when I received it, I was like, ‘This is 
insane - 1 remember it completely differendy.’ So 
I wrote back, and that started the whole thing.” 

Liz and Diana then interviewed their two other 
siblings in order to incorporate all four voices. 

“We used their words, but we sort of rearranged 
them and shaped them and also strategically 
asked questions. We would use them to fill holes in the timeline 
or [when] there were certain instances that we asked all four of 
us to examine, so we could get that contradiction of memory.” 

With so much hubbub about the authenticity of memoir, 
you’d think they’d be striving for a “word of God” kind of 
accuracy, but Diana says they reveled in the contradictions in 
their accounts. “I think it’s cool. I really do. Especially with the 
whole memoir drama that’s been going on in the past couple 
of years, I feel like it really challenges the whole idea of what 
a memoir actually is and how memory, as a reliable narrator - 
you shouldn’t really expect it to be one.” 


For Diana, one of the “secret instigations” in writing the 
book was to finally find out what her siblings were going 
through during the five years they were separated from one 
another. When Diana was 12, she left her guardian family, the 
Chamberlains (whose names and identifying characteristics 
have been changed for the book), to live with her eldest sister, 
Amanda; she says at that point, the Welches didn’t spend 
much time swapping horror stories. 

“I feel like all of us were, at the time, young and just surviv- 
ing. And when we all got back together, we would tell funny 
stories. My siblings would always crack me up 
with hilarious stories about making each other 
eat soap - weird sibling stuff, very light - and 
nobody ever talked about the hard stuff. We just 
didn’t really go there.” 

When they did go there, there were 
some shockers. 

“I didn’t know my brother was going to 
hookers when I was at summer camp. I love 
that,” Diana laughs. “I mean, it’s actually 
really sad, but it was also hilarious to me. It 
was sad to think about this lonely kid doing 
a bunch of blow and going to hookers when 
he was, what, 15 or something. But it’s also a 
hilarious juxtaposition.” 

The book also allowed her siblings to bet- 
ter understand the psychological trauma of 
Diana’s years with the Chamberlains. Some of the book’s 
most painful passages detail Diana’s time there, with an ill- 
fitting family dominated by a “new mother” - a woman who 
seems, by Diana’s own admission, to have meant well, but 
who disastrously set about tamping down Diana’s spirited- 
ness and dramatically reducing contact with her siblings. In 
the book, Diana remembers one of the few times she saw 
her siblings during that time, when Amanda and Dan came 
to visit. They walk the Chamberlains’ property together, and 
Diana points out the invisible fence keeping the family dog 
in its place. “I thought that we could make a break for it,” 


she writes. “We weren’t wearing any collars.” Diana wouldn’t 
be reunited with her family for another five years, when the 
Chamberlains shipped her off, for good, to her sister’s farm- 
house in Virginia, more or less playing return-to-sender with 
a 12-year- old girl. 

Twenty years and many stories - some funny, some tragic - 
later, the family gathered at a beach house in South Carolina 
to assess. “It was right before we were going to turn the manu- 
script in to our editor, and we all four read our chapters out 
loud together. And that was really moving and beautiful. ” 

And not a little bit scary, too: “I think seeing it as a whole, 
it made us all kind of realize that this was going out into the 
world. I think we’ve had little moments of, ‘Holy shit, what the 
fuck are we thinking?’ since then.” 

There’s been a barrage of glowing press, and a crew from 
Good Morning America recently flew in to film Diana, then nine 
months pregnant, and her siblings at her house in East Austin, 
a complex with a lovely sort of landed Swiss Family treehouse 
feel to it, with chickens and a dog and a retired schoolbus all 
sharing space. “This producer from Good Morning America 
came here with a camera crew and took one look at my house 
and rented a suite at the Four Seasons,” Diana laughs. 

“But it was moments like that, before this Good Morning 
America thing, when tensions were running a little high, 
because we were like, ‘[Are] we marketing our family to main- 
stream America?,’ which is this really weird feeling to actually 
do that. 

“But then my siblings came down and we hung out for a 
couple of days beforehand, and every time we all get together, 
all those tensions disappear. Because we all just like laugh and 
have a good time together, and we all really are close, and we 
all are all right, you know?” 

Better than all right, even. To sticky-finger a verb from Diana: 
I’d say they rocked it. ■

Combining two of my favorite addictions - 
ice cream and beer - Amy’s Ice Creams is 
teaming up with Austin’s (512) Brewing Co. 
to produce a Pecan Porter flavor. It’s not 
Amy’s first venture into the brewery/creamery 
combo - it’s produced Shiner Bock and Guin- 
ness Stout varieties for years now.

To paraphrase the legendary Gertrude 
Stein: A good cook is a good cook is a 
good cook. Regardless of a person’s native 
cuisine, someone with well-honed skills 
and an educated palate can add new 
ethnic or regional dishes to his or her 
repertoire with relative ease. Nuha 
Haddad mastered the dishes of 
her native Jordan and the surround- 
ing Mediterranean and then added 
dishes from her adopted home in 
New Orleans plus a kickass version 
of Southern fried chicken to her culi- 
nary arsenal before her family relocated 
to Austin. All this cooking expertise is avail- 
able daily in the cozy University of Texas 
campus-area eatery where the Haddad 
family matriarch, daughter Nancy, and son 
Shadi dispense genuine hospitality and 
mighty good food. 

We originally heard about Flying Falafel 
from a reader last spring and hurried in for 
an excellent roast beef po’boy ($5.99),

drenched in savory debris gravy, and a 
luxurious serving of the Thursday special, 
a Jordanian dish called menssef - fluffy 
rice and crunchy toasted pine nuts topped 
with tender chicken ($9.99) or succulent 
lamb ($11.99) in a tangy yogurt cream 
sauce - a hearty, soul-satisfying dish if ever 
there was one. The menu is an interesting 
balance between Mediterranean fare and 


New Orleans standards. For example, you’ll 
find both lentil soup ($4.99) and seafood 
gumbo ($9.99) on the menu. Monday’s 
hot lunch special is red beans and rice 
with smoked sausage and corn bread 
($7.99), and the Tuesday special is Shadi’s 
favorite, bamya ($9.99), baby okra and 
boneless chicken in a garlic tomato sauce 
over rice. After contributor Claudia Alarcon 
raved about another secret weapon, the 
Wednesday fried chicken special ($9.99), 

I picked up an order of chicken to go. The 
aroma alone was so seductive that I had 
to park and eat a drumstick before driving 
home. Hot and juicy with a spicy cayenne 
kick, the chicken pieces are encased in 
a perfect mahogany crust. The serving 
includes sausage jambalaya and a creamy 
scoop of potato salad. We’re lucky this good 
cook lives here now. - Virginia B. Wood

food-o-file

One of the best things I tasted in the 
whole year of 2008 was a sample box of a 
new variety of apples that were developed 
by some folks at the University of Minne- 
sota. Last fall, they promised that the mar- 
velously crisp, slightly tart SweeTango 
apples would be released in the fall of 
2009. I’d been on the lookout for them for a 
couple of weeks when I got word that a limit- 
ed supply of my new favorite apple was allo- 
cated for the Austin market. As far as I 
know, they’re only for sale at Central Mar- 
ket ($2. 99/lb), and there’s no guarantee 
about how long they’ll be around. I intend to 
get as many of them as I can while they 
last! I’m thinking apple pie, caramel apples, 
apple dumplings, apples every day... 

Austin’s homegrown Thundercloud Subs 
(www.thundercloud.com) is on a building spree 
and expects to open two new outlets in local 
condo projects in the coming months. One 
is in Shops at SoCo (3600 S. Congress) 
and the other is in 360 Condominiums (Third 
and Nueces streets). In addition, it’s also 
remodeled some older shops on West 12th 
Street, Lake Austin Boulevard, and William 
Cannon. Thundercloud has been serving 
some of Austin’s favorite sandwiches since 
1975... Max’s Wine Dive (207 San Jacinto, 
904-0111, www.maxswinedive.com) is now open 
for lunch Friday and Saturday from 11am to 
4pm, with a menu that includes a mixture of 
some of its more popular dinner items and 
lunch specials that will change weekly. It’s 
also offering weekly wine tastings on 
Saturdays from noon to 4pm with six wines 
for $6 and hosting UT game day happy 
hours with special prices on selected beers 
and menu items. Check out the newly com- 
pleted 2,100-square-foot basement-level pri- 
vate dining space, Max’s Underground, 
with an eye toward booking private parties 
and corporate events... And speaking of 
wine bars, Austin’s newest is Simplicity 
Wine & Eats (4801 Burnet Rd., 533-4844, 
www.simplicitywinebar.com) from Parind Vora, chef/ 
owner of Restaurant Jezebel (914 Congress, 
499-3999, www.restaurantjezebel.com). Vora 
describes the new spot as a “casual eatery 
below a bistro and above a dive” where 
friends can enjoy simple food with good beer 
and wine every evening. The menu offers 
tapas for $3.95 per plate, a few good beers, 
and a constantly changing selection of 
wines by the glass, the bottle, and for retail 
sale... In keeping with the current local and 
national trends in sophisticated mixology 
preparations, the very busy bars at Eddie 
V’s (301 E. Fifth, 472-1860; 9400-B 
Arboretum Blvd., 342-2642; www.eddiev.com) 
are offering 10 new cocktails. Ask about 
them the next time you drop by for happy 
hour... Kudos to Jill and Kevin Lewis of 
Austin Slow Burn, who report they recently 
conquered the Houston Hot Sauce Festival 
with first place wins in both the dip (Green 
Chile con Queso) and marinade (pork butt 
with Jamaican Jerk Marinade) categories, 
in addition to third place finishes in the red 
sauce (Salsa con Habanero) and green 
sauce (Salsa Verde) competitions. Hooray! 
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Fortune Chinese Seafood Restaurant is Austin’s newest addi- 
tion to the realm of Cantonese seafood and dim sum. It’s 
equipped with a 200-item menu and live seafood tanks in the 
kitchen holding various fish species, lobster, Dungeness and 
king crabs, geoduck clams, giant prawns, and eels (market 
price on each; pick your favorite of 11 different preparations). 
Dim sum carts cruise the aisles at lunch every day; during the 
first part of the week, the choices are somewhat limited, but on 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday, the full dim sum menu of some 
80 items makes the rotation. And you can order from the dim 
sum menu at any time if there’s a particular dish you prefer. 

Fortune took the place of the short-lived Kim Son from 
Houston and is located at the southwestern corner of 
Chinatown Center at Kramer Lane and Lamar, which is 
anchored by MT Supermarket. Convenient, since Fortune 
owners Pat and Sara Lee also own Pho Saigon in the same 
center, and Pat’s family owns the 55,000 
square-foot MT Supermarket. 

The entry section of Fortune is a large, 
dark, and restrained Chinese bar with 
bistro seating. There is a teapot display, 
embroidered red upholstery, and very 
dark wood. Go through the doors into 
the main dining section and you enter a 
world of flashy crystal chandeliers hung from 25-foot ceilings, 
neutral colors, and a sea of tables: large squares and even big- 
ger circles. It’s the kind of room that can swallow you up if it’s 
not frenetic and packed to the gills. 

Riding herd on the kitchen is chef Paul Lau, who came here 
by way of Capital Seafood in Las Vegas, famous restaurants in 
Orange County, Calif., and years in kitchens in China before 
that. He won Iron Chef about 15 years ago. Pat thanks the 
down economy in Vegas for being able to lure chef Lau to 
Austin. Lau’s forte is his expertise at the wok: his speed and 
efficiency, his knowledge, his use of fresh ingredients, and the 
fact that everything is made from scratch. 

A first visit had us trying pan-fried dumplings ($5.95), ten- 
der caramelized handmade pastries enveloping minced pork 
and aromatics, with a well-balanced soy-ginger sauce embold- 
ened by an assertive chile paste. The spicy shrimp with pepper 
and salt ($12.95) is one of the better versions in town. The thin 


shells are lightly battered, edible, and crunchy; the meat is 
sweet and seasoned with salt, pepper, garlic, and jalapeno. 

We started the next meal with a large bowl of hot-and-sour 
soup ($5.95, easily enough for four) that was complex and 
perfectly balanced between the black vinegar and the black 
pepper, loaded with egg flower, tofu, scallion, shredded pork, 
and assorted vegetables, all in a rich broth. It was nicely thick- 
ened and cooked to order. Dim sum carts regularly trundled by, 
and we were tempted by tender and sweet steamed shrimp 
rolls in rice paper ($4.95), light and fluffy steamed buns filled 
with rich barbecue pork ($3.95), and an order of cold braised 
duck wings ($1.95) - all excellent. 

Next arrived shredded pork with dry bean curd ($7.95), 
paired with a few green beans, red and green bell peppers, 
jalapeno slivers, scallions, and strips of dried spiced tofu. In 
typical Cantonese fashion, it was loaded with fresh, crisp veg- 
etables and mildly spiced, but the taste 
was superb. We wanted crabmeat and dry 
scallop with Japanese squash, but Fortune 
was out, so we took a chance on sizzling 
salad with spicy shrimp paste ($8.95). 
The name is deceptive, as it is actually 
braised bok choy cooked in an aromatic 
brown sauce with garlic, a little chile 
paste, and fermented shrimp paste. It’s definitely a dish to be 
eaten with the nutty, aromatic white rice, and it’s delicious. 

Following the salad, we had chicken with black mushrooms 
($8.50). A large platter arrived with lots of tender, sliced breast 
meat, combined with unctuous braised black mushrooms, sweet 
sugar snaps, white mushrooms, scallions, and carrots. The flavor 
is light, and the overall effect was tastily amplified with a spoon- 
ful of the sauce from the bok choy. Our favorite dish was ribeye 
with ginger and scallion ($10.95). A considerable amount of 
thinly sliced rib eye is sauteed with slices of caramelized and 
spicy ginger and scallions - simple, rich, and wonderful. Our 
waiter on visit two was named Daniel, according to the receipt, 
and I have to say, he provided first-rate service, letting us time 
the meal as we preferred and unobtrusively anticipating all of 
our needs; the best server we’ve had in some time. 

Our overall impression of Fortune is quite favorable. 
Dishes are cooked with fresh vegetables that are treated

with respect. Lau’s sauces are clean and light, not oily, and 
they taste like they’re constructed in layers in the wok. You 
don’t get the typical oppressive brown sauce bathing every 
dish, and it’s refreshing. With a huge menu and daily dim 
sum, I can foresee numerous trips to explore the finer 
nuances of this extensive menu. Fortune: We welcome you 
to Austin. - Mick Vann

The building that once 
housed the iconic Texicalli 
Grille is now home to 
Tarbouch, a new Lebanese/ 

Mediterranean restaurant. Paul 
Nader is the head chef and 
owner, his previous establish- 
ment being Chez Paul, in 
Lebanon. Tarbouch is staffed 
with a friendly and enthusiastic crew, many 
of whom are Lebanese. 

The walls are bare and white, and the atmo- 
sphere is stark. The room is dominated by the 
deli case, which is full of baklava, colorful 
flowers and fruits, and marinating skewers of 
lamb and beef. Atop the case are arranged 
several ornately decorated hookahs, which are 
available for use on the patio. Based on the 
love of color evidenced behind the glass, the 
dining room will be lovingly gussied up when 
the budget permits. 


The portions at Tarbouch, no matter what 
you order, are enormous. The menu lists appe- 
tizers, salads, wraps, and plates, with a greater 
variety of meats than are generally offered. 
Everything at Tarbouch is made from scratch 
on the premises, and this is most obvious with 
the grilled meat dishes. I sampled the lamb 
kabob combo ($11.99), which consists of two 
skewers of lamb interspersed with onion, bas- 
mati rice, hummus, pickles, and grilled toma- 
toes. The lamb was tender and fresh, seared by 
the open-flame grill, and the slices of onion 


were nicely blackened at the edges, 
complementing the lamb well. The 
hummus was plain but good, and 
the pita bread that Tarbouch serves, 
while thinner than some, was fresh 
and heated nicely. The basmati rice, 
unfortunately, although a huge serv- 
ing, had clearly been cooked earlier, 
refrigerated, and then microwaved, 
lending it an unpleasant texture and 
uneven temperature. 

This is probably the biggest flaw in 
Tarbouch’s execution: Though every- 
thing is made on the premises, much 
of it clearly has been made earlier in 
the day and ineptly reheated. Tarbouch’s pota- 
toes ($3.59), which are sauteed with cilantro, 
garlic, roasted chile, and lemon juice, suffered 
the same fate as the rice; though tasty, they 
were served to us rubbery, dense, and thermo- 
nu clearly hot from the microwave. 

The Sheesh Tawook ($8.99) - skewered 
chicken breast grilled over an open flame and 
served with salad, hummus, and pickles - had 
strengths similar to the lamb plate; the meat 
was delicious and cooked skillfully, the hum- 
mus was plain (but good), and the salad was 


enormous. Tarbouch’s house salad is made 
from iceberg lettuce topped with grated car- 
rot, fresh feta, sliced black olives, and a few 
sun-dried tomatoes, dressed with a vinaigrette 
that bears an uncanny resemblance to 
Newman’s Own. I appreciate the effort to 
make it a little bit special with the fresh feta 
and sun-dried tomatoes; it doesn’t bear com- 
parison, however, to the Middle Eastern salads 
at Tarbouch’s competitors. 

The falafel wrap ($5.99) and beef shawarma 
wrap ($6.99) are gargantuan in size and are 
served with giant portions of the house salad. 
For both, the most outstanding feature was 
their hefty size. But the falafel wrap did not 
come as ordered and had a stray piece of plas- 
tic wrap inside. All in all, I was left with the 
impression that though Nader clearly knows 
his stuff, some of his kitchen staff are inexpe- 
rienced, or possibly just careless. With the 
modem trend in Austin toward culinary school 
graduates manning every station, this lack of 
attention to detail puts Tarbouch at a distinct 
disadvantage; our standards, even for a gyro, 
have gotten pretty high. With a little tighten- 
ing of his ship, however, Nader may yet avoid 
the rocks. - Kate Thornberry

TOUGH ENOUGH

A few Texas hearts got broken when it was 
announced that Whip It, Drew Barrymore’s 
directorial debut set in Austin’s Roller Derby 
community, was filming around Detroit. But 
whatever the location, scriptwriter and derby 
player Shauna Cross said, “It’s a total love 
letter to Austin” - and to its derby girls. 

Austin and its derby scene are as much the 
film’s stars as Juno's Ellen Page. She plays 
reluctant pageant queen Bliss Cavendar from 
Bodeen, Texas, who straps on her skates to 
become Babe Ruthless, the ass-kicking jammer 
for the Hurl Scouts banked-track Roller Derby 
team. Before signing on as producer and then 
director, Barrymore’s derby experience was 
restricted to a montage/homage sequence in 
Charlie's Angels: Full Throttle. She explained, “I 
knew that the sport had different evolutions of 
being real and being staged, but I didn’t know 
about the new revolution of these leagues crop- 
ping up across the nation until I met Shauna.” 

That would be former Austinite Shauna 
Cross, aka Maggie Mayhem of the L.A. Derby 
Dolls and a part of that modern derby revolu- 
tion. Quick recap: In 2001, a group of Austin 
women joined together to revamp the lost 
sport of Roller Derby, a mash-up of speed skat- 
ing and rugby. After a major internal rift in 
2003 (well recorded in Bob Ray’s rink-rash-and- 
all documentary Hell on Wheels), they split into 
the banked-track TXRD Lonestar Rollergirls and 
the flat-track Texas Rollergirls. Both leagues 
have remained the godmothers of women’s 
Roller Derby, now at roughly 400 skater-run 
and skater-owned leagues internationally and 
counting. Although Whip It concentrates on a 
semifictionalized version of TXRD, Cross said: 

“I was really scared about the whole flat-track/ 
banked-track thing. There are more girls that 
skate flat track, and I hoped that they would 
be supportive or at least see that it’s still 
great both ways and not feel left out.” 


Cross narrowly missed out on that first 
derby explosion. She explained, “I grew up in 
Austin, and right when we moved to L.A., I 
heard that the girls in Austin had just started 
and I was just, ‘Goddamnit, of course some- 
thing that cool would happen the minute I 
leave.’” In 2003, she was searching Craigslist 
for a tennis partner and found some L.A. 
skaters who were looking to form a league. 

“I figured we would never actually skate, but 
the girls were so much fun to hang out with.” 
Six years later, the L.A. Derby Dolls still regu- 
larly compete on the banked track in front of 
1,700 fans at their stadium, the Doll Factory. 
It was the stories that Cross collected around 
the track that she channeled into her 2007 
novel, Derby Girl, which became the basis for 
her Whip It script. She recalled: “People said, 
‘You should write about this,’ and I had to be 
badgered for about a year. It was just so per- 
sonal, and I didn’t want it made into something 
bad. Finally, it was so good that I couldn’t not 
write about it.” 

When Barrymore and Cross talk about 
their inspirations, it’s a mix of gritty coming- 
of-age movies like Foxes and Little Darlings 
and off-kilter locker-room films like Slap Shot 
and Breaking Away. But when Hollywood 
started eyeing her book, Cross was con- 
cerned that it would turn a real sport into a 
sideshow. “There is that fear of, ‘Oh God, 
please don’t turn it into the slicked-up, 

Gossip Girl version where everyone’s 22.’” 
Instead, Barrymore immersed herself in the 
derby world, bringing in players from Austin 
and other cities to tutor her cast, act as body 
doubles, and skate in the bouts. “I think I 
earned their trust,” Barrymore said. “We were 
very diligent about the rules and the moves, 
and training the girls to do it exactly the way 
that a Roller Derby girl does.” Yet it’s the lit- 
tle details, like Bliss buying Riedell skates

(the favored brand for many derby players) 
and the sweat shine that is a skater’s mixed 
makeup and perfume, that may ring truest 
with the derby community. 

Barrymore took to the track herself, in a 
supporting role as Hurl Scout player Smashley 
Simpson. She described her as someone 
who “does not put the game first, and her 
anger issues override her legalities and 
sensibilities. But that was the fun of the 
character, and I love those people.” She 
also caused some concerns: When players 
saw the trailer, with a shot of Smashley 
punching out another player midbout, Cross 
said, “Everyone freaked out right away.” 
Tough as derby is, punching’s a no-no: What 
the trailer doesn’t show is what happens 
next. “She gets thrown out of the game,” 
Cross said, adding that in many cities, “She’d 
probably get thrown out of the league.” 

If Barrymore didn’t know derby before the 
movie, she did know Austin: Yet the bulk of 
filming took place in the home state of the 
flat-track Detroit Derby Girls. (Blame Michigan’s 
generous film incentives: While “the people 
in Michigan were total sweethearts,” Cross 
explained, “for a year, it was going to be Texas, 
and if it hadn’t been for money, it would have 


been Texas all the way.”) According to Cross, 
Barrymore was adamant about keeping the 
setting without falling back on cliche. “She 
always said, ‘I was going to be damned if I 
got this drive-by shot of the Capitol.’” 

Barrymore explained: “I wanted to shoot 
the Alamo Drafthouse and South Congress 
and Waterloo. ... You know, really pick places 
that are authentic to where derby girls go, 
like saying, ‘We’re going to go to Lovejoys.’” 
It’s more than just some establishing shots. 
When Barrymore and her crew visited TXRD’s 
warehouse last year, league founding mem- 
ber April Ritzenthaler (aka La Muerta) said, 
“The art director fell in love with it because 
it’s so filthy and dirty and full of Roller Derby 
crap.” Some of that even made it into the 
film - sent north for set dressing. 

For everything that derby has given (or 
loaned) her, Cross said she hopes she’s giv- 
ing something back. She said, “My biggest 
hope is that when people see the movie, 
they go see their local league.” 

Whip It opens Oct. 2. See Film Listings, p.86,for review.

Kino goes back to the classroom with ‘How to Be a Man’ 
and ‘How to Be a Woman’

Presumably, the hyperproductive parents of 
the baby boom generation knew what they 
were doing under the covers - separate beds be 
damned. But if they passed on that know-how 
to the next generation, it’s not apparent from 
watching Kino’s newly released two-disc series 
of educational films from the Fifties and Sixties, 
called How to Be a Man and How to Be a Woman 
and curated by the A/V Geeks’ Skip Elsheimer. 
Frankly, if these films were all the kids had to 
go on, it’s a wonder the boom didn’t go bust 
in a generation’s time. Of course, sex - or more 
significantly, avoiding sex - isn’t all the youth 
of America had to worry about. There was also 
school, puberty, personal appearance, man- 
ners, ethics, and the age-old issue of how to 
properly assemble a sandwich. 

‘There are sandwiches, 
and there are sandwiches’ 

- ‘LET’S MAKE A SANDWICH’ 

(1950) 

Woman: Technically, what happens 
in “Let’s Make a Sandwich” is a 
tutorial on how to make a sandwich, 
but not any sandwich you’ve seen 
before or wish to ever see again: 
boiled tuna, milk, melted cheese, 
and Tabasco served on rye. 

Man: The biggest slap in the face 
being it’s an open-faced sandwich. 

Woman: Oh! Hey, James. 

Man: Hey Kimmie. What else did you 
learn from the How to Be a Woman 
DVD? My disc was too preoccupied 
with sports and juvenile delinquency 
to bother with cooking. 

Woman: Well, I learned that if boys 
are left to their own devices, they’re 
happy to subsist on hamburgers and hot dogs, 
but it’s the woman’s responsibility to create 
something special in the kitchen, like the afore- 
mentioned Tuna Rarebit.

Woman: Well, false ego inflation is one of the 
few tools we women have at landing a man. 
Speaking of “man,” that’s only nine letters 
short of “manipulation.” Which segues nicely, 
don’t you think?

’em, two - educational films devoted to what 
was apparently an epidemic of car thieving 
among American teens. 

Woman: The best way to keep your car 
from getting stolen? Taking the keys out of 
the ignition. 

Man: Turns out delinquents have a hard time 
keeping their keys out of the proverbial igni- 
tion in general. 

Woman: Ah, you refer to “Dance, Little 
Children” (1961), or as I like to think of it, 
CSI: Syphilis, in which a tough-talking gum- 
shoe tries to hunt down every VD-riddled kid 
in a 100-mile radius. 

Man: I’ll go ahead and take the heat for that 
one. After all, the male species is a charming 
beast. Case in point:

If you love me, 
you’ll prove it.’ 

- ‘SAYING NO: A FEW WORDS TO YOUNG 
WOMEN ABOUT SEX’ (1982) 

Woman: “Saying No” - which is about exacdy 
what you think it is - is one of the rare films 
on How to Be a Woman to really explicitly talk 
about sex. No surprise there, considering it was 
produced two to three decades after all the other 
films. The other, earlier films are far more coy, and 
they pretty much divide into two camps: the ones 
about how to be alluring to the opposite sex, and 
the ones that caution you about what to do once 
the opposite sex is, well, good and sexed. 

Man: It wouldn’t be a problem if all women 
stayed the before in the before-and-after short 
“Pattern for Smartness” (1948), which gives 
ladies step-by-step instruction in the “know- 
how look” via dressmaking and poise. The 
girl with no know-how is doomed to a fife of 
“grimy shoes, her slip showing, and a sweater 
big enough for Babe Ruth.” 

Woman: Shit. Is my slip showing again? Oh 
wait, I’m not wearing a slip. 

Man: And don’t think I didn’t notice. Now the 
women with the “know-how look,” on the other 
hand, they have to know how to fend us off.

While comparisons 
to Grey’s Anatomy prevail, what makes Mercy 
more compelling is that it treats the personal 
dramas of its characters and the work they do 
with equal seriousness and a lot less collateral 
silliness. No brain-tumor-induced ghosts in 
this hospital drama. 

Runner-up: Trauma (Mondays at 
8pm on NBC). This series follows 
a team of paramedics as they 
rescue and save lives out in the 

I field. What makes this one par- 
ticularly interesting is that the 
titular trauma is not only about 
their work but the fact that the 
core group of paramedics survived 
their own trauma - a helicopter 
crash in the middle of a rescue that left 
most of their crew dead. How they cope with 
their collective survivor’s guilt informs their 
behavior. The strong cast, led by Derek Luke 
( Antwone Fisher ) is strong enough not to let it 
lapse into bellybutton gazing. 

The best of the I Am Woman series: The 
Good Wife (Tuesdays at 9pm on CBS). Okay, 
the premise - which asks what becomes of 
the wife behind the disgraced politician -

obscures what this series really is: another 
courtroom drama. What makes this stand 
above the others, as well as above the slew 
of new series about women coming into their 
own (Eastwick, Accidentally on Purpose, Cougar 
Town ) is the luminous Julianna Margulies. 
As Alicia Florrick, Margulies is brave, vulner- 
able, and gutsy in a world that seems stacked 
against her. When she’s not pitied or taken 
less than seriously, she is thrust into impos- 
sible situations and forced to sink or swim. 


What the series shows astonishingly well is 
the double standard not only between the 
sexes but also between women. Christine 
Baranski co-stars as a senior member of the 
law firm Florrick joins, offering to mentor 
her but in reality only using Florrick as the 
dumping ground for her most bothersome 
cases. Unlike Courteney Cox over on Cougar 
Town, whose biggest annoyance seems to be 
that her near-perfect figure is now 40 years 
old, Margulies’ Florrick has real problems to 
deal with - an imprisoned husband (played 
by Chris Noth) whose bad deeds continue 
to surface on the nightly news, children she 
wants to protect, a well-meaning but over- 
bearing mother-in-law, a fellow lawyer bent 
on sending her back to the suburbs, and most 
importantly, the preservation of her dignity. 
Margulies makes Florrick not only heartbreak- 
ingly human but also well worth rooting for.

It takes a compass to track David 
Garza. Over his two-decade-long 
career (see “This Euphoria,” Jan. 23), 
Austin’s great pop chameleon has 
landed all over the map, a fact reiter- 
ated by The Road to ACL, a new four- 
EP collection - now streaming exclu- 
sively on the Chronicle’s site - that 
balances Pan-American soul and 
piano pop with Spanish boleros and 
four-track manifestos. “I got this idea 
from a very early age that there was 
something for everybody,” says Garza 
of the EPs, which were recorded dur- 
ing and after his sessions of Dream 
Delay. “It may not be the hit, but it’s 
there.” To further commemorate the 
occasion, Garza provided his person- 
al six degrees of separation to some 
of this weekend’s Austin City Limits 
Music Festival performers. 


John Legend: “Doyle Bramhall 

II and I played on the sessions for 
his last record. We’re on his B-sides, 
of course. There’s a great song 
called ‘Sun Comes Up.’ It’s this gos- 
pel, back-porch acoustic thing, that 
Bells of Joy kind of stuff.” 

Andrew Bird: “We’re both in 
Largo, the movie. It’s a concert film, 
basically the last stand of this really 
cool club in L.A.” 

Daniel Johnston: “I taught him 
how to play F-sharp minor in 1990 
at the Hole in the Wall. I’ll never 
forget it.” 

John Paul Jones of Them 
Crooked Vultures and Sara 
Watkins: “Hearing one of your 
songs [“Too Much”] with John Paul 
Jones playing your bassline is a 


good way to start your day. I’ve 
jammed with him a few times, and of 
course, Sara is a huge part of music 
and has been for a while.” 

The Scabs: “I was a Scab for a 
day, filling in for the guitar player on 
a day’s notice. They told me to just 
show up and bring a black suit and 
tie. I had to learn their moves.” 

Flogging Molly: “My very first 
concert I ever saw was Fastway [led 
by Flogging Molly’s Dave King] open- 
ing for Billy Squier.” 

Pearl Jam: “Jeff Ament is a friend 
and a great guy. He asked to play 
bass with me for a few Seattle shows 
in 2002. We practiced for a day at 
Pearl Jam’s rehearsal space. I played 
through Neil Young’s backline.”

Even without his cape, Ghostland Observatory beat maestro 
Thomas Turner still resembles a mad scientist, reclining in a chair 
in his new home studio, surrounded by keyboards and stereo con- 
soles. “I went with a lot of analog gear and old-school technology,” 
says Turner of his “dojo,” which was impeccably designed and built 
by local engineer Chet Hines. “I’m hoping that in working with older 
gear, our new material will be a bit slower and not as flashy, some- 
thing big and smooth like an old lowrider.” That last part makes 
frontman Aaron Behrans smile sheepishly. “My influence comes 
from whatever Thomas throws into the ring,” he says. GLO hasn’t 
yet laid tape in the new digs, mainly because the undulatory local 
duo has been on the road since the release of last year’s Robotique 
Majestique. They’re spending this week rehearsing for their Austin 
City Limits Music Fest headlining set on Saturday. “There’s always 
pressure,” admits Behrans, nearly unrecognizable in street clothes, 
of GLO’s supersonic ACL sets, “but once it’s live, there’s no ner- 
vousness. Just close the cage door, and let’s get it on.”

Bob Schneider’s affirmation

Mondays at the Saxon Pub, Matt the Electrician plugs into 
the second-best gig in town. His clever songs entertain the 
gathering crowd, and each receives more applause than the 
previous as the room fills. 

“We are, of course, Megadeth,” he quips amid much laughter. 

At the end of his set, which includes a song dedicated to the 
recently deceased Jim Carroll, Matt the Electrician closes to a 
packed house delivering a roar of approval most artists aspire 
to and few achieve. Such is the benefit of opening for the guy 
with the best gig in town, Bob Schneider. 

As his band, Lonelyland, tunes up, Schneider seats 
himself between bassist Harmoni Kelley and guitarist Jeff 
Plankenhorn. Conrad Choucroun skitters across the drum 
head with his sticks as Danny Levin runs the bow across 
a cello and Oliver Steck squeezes the accordion. That he 
doesn’t stand in front of the band at the microphone reveals a 
lot about the way Schneider regards the music he makes and 
his team of musicians. 

It also says something about the way he regards his audi- 
ence. At 44, he sits eye to eye with both his band and his 
fans - in intimate settings. As the hottest club ticket in town, 
sporting new powerhouse CD Lovely Creatures and a couple of 
post-40 wake-up calls, Schneider unsurprisingly - and perhaps 
begrudgingly - has morphed into the most popular singer- 
songwriter in Austin. 

‘The Hulk’ 

“I was 5 feet, 4 inches in my senior year, a 
total nerd. Nobody knew who I was.” 

Schneider sits, long fingers laced and hands 
folded on the dark-green picnic table, outside 
Casa de Luz on a breezy Tuesday. As he traces 
his earliest musical experiences, his even 
features are pleasing, his dark brown hair 
combed casually back, the indigo blue of his shirt matching his 
voice as he recalls the muse first tapping his shoulder. 

“I was with a band called Bitter Lemon, and we played the 
high school talent show and killed. All of a sudden it’s: ‘Hey! 
I’m the guy from the talent show!’ Same thing in college. I did a 
show where I recruited a couple of friends, and we were Bobby 
Blue & the Basstones. I think I even got laid. 

“It was so much better than doing art! 

“While I was going to school, I heard about Austin. So I 
thought: ‘I can go there, and if it works out, it works out. If 
not, I can always go back to art.’” 

Austin worked out for Schneider. So did the art (see the cover 
of this Chronicle ), yet that was never the main attraction. Few 
musicians in Austin can boast the longevity and local history 
Schneider does. After moving here from El Paso in 1988, he 
plunged into the local scene with a performance at the University 
of Texas, “one of those gigs where everything went wrong.” 

Joe Rockhead went right, a funky outfit that borrowed heav- 
ily from the Red Hot Chili Peppers and gorged Schneider’s 
developing frontman persona. Rockhead’s sound leapfrogged 
over reigning Austin favorites Retarted Elf and Bad Mutha 
Goose into one of the few bands holding its own in the early 
1990s against the mighty Soulhat and Little Sister on Sixth 
Street’s Steamboat/Black Cat axis. Schneider’s charismatic cool 
quickly gave way to his inner tent-show preacher, whipping 
him into a stomping dervish onstage with songs like “No Going 
Back” and “Dubronic.” 

When Joe Rockhead ceased, the Ugly Americans sprang 
up in its place like a Hydra’s head. The college crowd 


from Rockhead followed Schneider’s new band to Antone’s 
Guadalupe Street location. For five years, the Ugly Americans 
funked as hard as Rockhead but with a thicker jam factor, 
touring with the Horde festival caravan and Dave Matthews 
Band. That’s also the period when Boozy Bob took his last 
bottle down and passed it around prior to the Uglies disband- 
ing in 1998. 

“People despised me, because I was drunk,” acknowledges 
the singer. “And I didn’t want all these people to hate me. That 
was the real reason - I didn’t want to be hated. It defined me. 
I was at the end of my rope, too. I wasn’t suicidal, but suicide 
was there. It was an option. I felt like, ‘If I can’t keep going on, 
I can kill myself,’ so the light at the end of the tunnel was killing 
myself. At some point I realized that’s not such a great place to 
be, where suicide is your best option. The combination of being 
hated and being scared to death did it. 

“I went to rehab. My management put me in rehab 14 
years ago. 

“Except for that month I was in rehab, I never missed a step. 
I was playing the week I got out with the Ugly Americans. As 
soon as I stopped drinking, I got really productive. I started 
writing songs in earnest. 

“The thing I love more than anything is to make stuff, to 
make songs. It’s wonderful. The world and people and all that 
are scary, and I don’t know how to deal with that. I’m socially 
inept, and I’m pretty much always uncomfort- 
able. But when I’m alone and making music, 
I feel very comfortable, very safe. I get a lot of 
joy from that and from performing the music in 
front of people. That’s what makes me run.” 

‘Robots Don’t Eat Candy’ 

Playing to crowds makes Bob tick, some- 
thing he discovered hamming it up for his 
parents’ friends in his (and Iggy Pop’s adopted) hometown 
of Ypsilanti, Mich., as well as in Germany, where he attended 
high school. His parents - opera singers both - provided early 
musical training and artistic encouragement. He developed a 
hip, entirely idiosyncratic graphic style that likewise distin- 
guished his bands’ posters and CDs. 

Schneider’s post-Uglies project was something consider- 
ably more offensive than his proclivity for the F-word. Not 
since the mid- 1980s when Dino Lee & the White Trash Revue 
paraded onstage with 6-foot penises and near-naked women 
had Austin seen anything as irresistibly obscene as the Scabs. 
They were sartorial, soulful, sexist, and sexy. The success 
and appeal of Schneider’s new act lay in the combination of 
its charismatic frontman, horn-laden powerhouse band, and 
danceably dirty songs. 

“Every band I started, I’d go down to the Drag every week 
and hand out stickers. Whoever was walking down the street: 
‘Hey, here’s a Scabs sticker.’ ‘Here’s a Joe Rockhead, an Ugly 
Americans sticker.’ 

“And it’s weird how it works. Even though it’s just a sticker, 
people are like, ‘Yeah, I’ll check ’em out.’ It’s personal.” 

With the Scabs, Schneider revealed himself not just as 
frontman but as a showman and bandleader. The combination 
suited him as smartly as the black suits and ties worn by the 
band, a Reservoir Dogs-hit-the-titty-bar look. The girls lost it, 
while the rest of the collegiate and post-college crowd had no 
problem staying out late for the Scabs’ legendary Tuesday night 
gigs at Antone’s.

“People despised me, because l was drunk,” 
acknowledges the singer. “And I didn’t want all these 
people to hate me. That was the real reason [l quit 
drinking] - 1 didn’t want to be hated.” 


“The crowd is real energy,” stresses 
Schneider. “You feed off it. It’s truly intoxicat- 
ing, a drug. I was so self-loathing that I needed 
it, the affirmation. I needed that to save me 
because I felt so worthless before I got sober, 
but even afterward, too. 

“I need [that crowd response] now. I’d like 
to say I don’t, and I think I need it less now, 
but I still really crave it. The idea of not play- 
ing is horrifying, so I know I still want it, that 
I want to be reaffirmed that I’m doing some- 
thing people want. The difference is, I don’t 
need it the way I once did.” 

‘Monster Truck’ 

Seems pointless to ask B.S. 
about S.B. - Sandra Bullock, 
his girlfriend of a decade ago. 

It paralleled the Lyle Lovett- 
Julia Roberts romance, where 
a dashing Texas musician 
steals the heart of an A-list 
Hollywood sweetheart, only 
Bullock married someone 
else and so did Schneider. 

Nevertheless, it gave his 
womanizer reputation of 
the 1990s priceless cachet. 

It also, some theorized, pre- 
pared his then-tender career 
for the limelight. 

Lonelyland, his first solo 
album, entered 2000 to 
respectable reviews, though 
a few echoed the Chronicle: 
u Lonelyland, Schneider’s 
debut as a singer-songwriter 
type, is one more reason to 
coo over him . . . because on 
it he proves himself to be 
more than a capable writer 
without having to rely on 
rhyming monosyllabic dirty words.” In other 
words, don’t hate Bob because he’s beautiful. 

I’m Good Now three years later did even bet- 
ter, following up on the success of Lonelyland' s 
“Round and Round,” which landed on the Gun 
Shy soundtrack, and “Bullets,” appearing in Jay 
and Silent Boh Strike Back. A prodigious catalog 
plus contract leeway gave Schneider the chance 
to release side projects such as the Galaxy Kings, 
which was released on Vanguard when The 
Californian came out in 2006 on Shockorama, as 
did Greatest Hits Live that same year. Other efforts 
and collaborations stack his shelf of titles: When 
the Sun Breaks Down on the Moon, Live at the 
Cactus Cafe, I Have Seen the End of the World and 
It Looks Like This, Songs Sung and Played on Guitar 
at the Same Time, Underneath the Onion Trees. 

Neither high-profile breakups nor a recent 
divorce weight his music with maudlin con- 
tent. Gut-spilling has never been Schneider’s 


style, and on Lovely Creatures, his songs reveal 
a more thoughtful reflection on life. 

“I put on different hats because I don’t really 
write autobiographically,” he reasons. “I try to 
do more like what Randy Newman does, where 
he’s a persona and plays it out. I got the chance 
to go through divorce and also having a son, 
and these were completely opposite things. 

“My son and I have written songs together, 
like ‘The Hulk,’ but I changed that one to make 
it a little more adult. We’ve got ‘Monster Truck,’ 
‘Here Comes the Vacuum Cleaner,’ and ‘Robots 
Don’t Eat Candy.’ We’re working on more. 

“Anything he wants to do, 
it’s great. Go into music? 
I’d love it.” 

No question Schneider’s 
son has lent his father’s 
music a whimsy that comes 
from seeing the world with 
fresh eyes. “You’re the color 
in the colored part of The 
Wizard of Oz ,” sings dad 
gleefully on “40 Dogs (Like 
Romeo and Juliet).” 

“The relationship I have 
with my son is the greatest 
joy in my life. The dissolv- 
ing of my marriage and 
subsequent divorce were 
the worst things. They hap- 
pened at the same time, 
and I wrote a lot of songs 
then. There’s an overriding 
theme to the record in that 
it’s about relationships, but 
they’re all love songs.” 

The one place that rarely 
sings the singer’s praises is 
the local press. His fans vote 
him top honors at the Austin 
Music Awards repeatedly, but 
maybe it just looks too easy 
for him. He’s Bob Popular, likable, good-looking, 
the guy your girlfriend’s gaze will linger on too 
long, yet his music is as affable as he is. 

“Never have I been a critic’s darling. Yeah, I 
want everybody to see how I put a lot of work 
into what I do. I’m very much a perfectionist, 
and I try to get the songs to a point where 
they’re really right. ... I spent so much time 
doing it and I created so much stuff, that yeah, 
I want people to acknowledge it.” 

‘Here Comes the 
Vacuum Cleaner’ 

Schneider has a new CD to promote, an 
unenviable position even with a stellar release 
such as Lonely Creatures. He’s not stingy 
about his music - his discs are available all 
over town, and he plays Antone’s and the

The Importance of Being Bob 

Bob. The name bursts from the mouth, parts the lips in a 
breath, escapes with a monosyllabic pop. But what, I wrote 
in an e-mail to Bob Schneider, does it mean to share a name 
with characters ranging from Dylan to a cartoon sponge? 

“I grew up as Bobby and then went to Bob when I moved 
out of the house. Never really thought about it much until I 
started playing music. I’ve never been too fond of the name. 

Don’t really think of it as a rock & roll name, even though 
there are some rock & rollers with the name, including, of 
course, the great Bob Dylan. I was always thinking of chang- 
ing it, but just never did, and I’m still not sure that keeping 
the name was the right idea. Even Dylan changed his last 
name at least. The Schneider part is the part that really is not so rock & roll ... and it’s not 
even like there’s only one Schneider, because there’s old John Schneider, who had a brief 
career. To make a long paragraph longer, I’ve never been that crazy about my name, but never 
changed it, for kind of the same reason I don’t wear hats anymore. I don’t want it to look like 
I’m trying too hard.” - M.M.

Not since the mid-1980s had Austin seen anything as obscene as the Scabs. 


Saxon Pub regularly, plus he bows the Scabs 
at the Austin City Limits Music Festival this 
weekend. You can even buy live shows from 
www.bobschneidermusic.com/frunk. 

“If 1,500 records come out in a week, 1,400 
are going to be shitty, and that’s what sets this 
one apart,” he states. “ [Lovely Creatures] is 
definitely not shitty, but everybody has their 
own idea of what they like. 

“That’s the weird thing about art - it’s so 
personal. There are musicians and artists I think 
are amazing - I just never listen to their music. 
I never listen to Bruce Springsteen. His music 


doesn’t resonate with me. I am amazed at how 
good he is. I can see how good he is. I can watch 
him work and go, ‘This guy is as good as anyone 
who’s done music, and he’s a great songwriter,’ 
but I won’t listen to Bruce Springsteen because 
that music is too earnest for me.” 

A measure of earnestness exists in Bob 
Schneider’s music, too. “It’s not the end of 
everything; it’s just the end of everything 
you know,” he offers without sentimentality 
in “Bicycle vs. Car,” the final cut on Lovely 
Creatures. You believe him when he repeats the 
words over and over because he believes it. 


“When I was young, I had this idea that if I 
got successful, that would change my life and 
everything would be great. Not only have I 
given up on the idea that that’s going to hap- 
pen to me in a huge way, I’ve also given up 
the idea that if it happened, it would matter. It 
wouldn’t change my life. It wouldn’t make it 
any better. 

“My son, that’s what makes it better,” he 
says earnestly. “That’s what matters. To write 
music and make art. ” ■

BOB SCHNEIDER 

Lovely Creatures (Kirtland) 

Somewhere between Bob Schneider’s insa- 
tiable declaration, “I want you to love me!” on 
1990s alternative riffer “Realness of Space” 
and his broken realization, “I can’t change 
your mind,” achingly echoed by Patty Griffin on 
“Changing Your Mind,” lies the local songwriter’s 
central dilemma: Schneider would be all things to 
all people, and torn between his own stylistically 
schizophrenic impulses, too often fails to fully 
realize his talent in any one direction. Whether 
picking at Scabs, massacring bluegrass, or even 
funking up Joe Rockhead or the Ugly Americans, 
Schneider has always burned unproductively 
eclectic, and while Lovely Creatures suggests 


potential untapped, it’s easily Schneider’s most 
promising output since 2001’s solo debut, 
Lonelyland. “The Bringdown” and “Everybody’s 
Doing It” are smooth pop, ready-made for AAA 
radio, and the easy-rolling lyrical barrage of “Till 
Somebody Catches a Feeling,” “40 Dogs (Like 
Romeo and Juliet),” and “Your Head Holds Gold. 
Your Heart Holds Diamonds.” are Schneider 
at his most infectious and (nonlewdly) clever. 
“Slower Dear” slides suavely, “Bombonanza” 
and “Tarantula” unload horn-fed mambos, and 
closers “Trash” and “Bicycle vs. Car” settle out 
with easy indie pop. Lovely Creatures may not win 
over Schneider’s doubters, but it showcases why 
he remains an Austin institution.

THE BEATLES 

(Capitol/EMI) 

THE BEATLES IN MONO 

(EMI) 

“Clearly in the Sixties, mono 
was king. Even in 1967, when the 
Beatles were at the height of their 
experimentation in the studio, the 
mono mix of Sgt. Peppers Lonely 
Hearts Club Band was their abso- 
lute priority. That is the important 
point about this period of transition; 
until the 1969 release of the Yellow 
Submarine album, each Beatles LP had 
a unique mono and stereo mix.” 

What’s in a mix? Only music. 

According to the booklet intro of 
The Beatles in Mono, the band 
personally oversaw the mixing 
of its Summer of Love earth- 
shaker, Sgt. Peppers, but only 
monophonically, defined by Merriam- 
Webster’s as “involving a single trans- 
mission path.” The stereophonic mix 
(“constituting a three-dimensional 
effect of auditory perspective”) was 
relegated to Beatles’ sound design- 
er George Martin and his team of 
engineers. “For whatever reasons,” 
states The Beatles in Mono booklet, 

“this stereo mix is remarkably different.” 

With 10 of the Fab Four’s 13 albums privy 
to two unique mixes, Sgt. Peppers isn’t alone 
in its dichotomy. Differences between the 
Beatles’ two behemoth box sets of remas- 
tered catalog play out like Civil War North/ 
South politics. 

The Beatles stereophonic black box hordes 
all 13 LPs, plus a 2-CD gather-all of singles, 
B-sides, and EP tracks ( Past Masters). All 
feature expanded gatefold artwork and a 
3V2-minute featurette on the making of the 
album (also compiled onto one DVD). All are 
available individually. The Beatles in Mono 
fits the group’s 10 albums through The White 
Album, and the accompanying 2-CD Mono 
Masters, into a much smaller, lighter, white 
box whose individual titles aren’t sold sepa- 
rately. Minisleeves render original album cred- 
its microscopic even though the stereo set 
reprints them with additional details. Except 
for Sgt. Peppers, the stereo liner notes are 
mostly inadequate. 

The informational crossover between the 
two collections, and the paucity of additional 
materials on The Beatles in Mono, gives the 
distinct impression that if you bought white, 
you already own big black. At a combined price 
of $500, however, that’s not a viable option 
for most Beatlemaniacs. Why weren’t both 
mixes combined into one brick-house box? 

Please Please Me, released March 1963 
in the UK, opens on a barely contained throb 
of leather and bass, “I Saw Her Standing 
There,” Paul McCartney unbound. In mono, 
hand clap-claps repeat in the magic middle 
spot between your speakers, while John, Paul, 
George, and Ringo’s high “wu” harmonies 
tickle your long donkey ears. John Lennon’s 
Svengali vocals on “Anna (Go to Flim)” flirts 
statutory, but the gang’s bop-shoo-op behind 
Ringo Starr’s smashing vocals and beats on 


“Boys” gives Lennon’s larynx shred on “Twist 
and Shout” a run for its Ferris Bueller. 

“Twist and Shout” in stereo separates 
Lennon and the harmonies in one channel 
and the rhythm track on the other. Please 
Please Me in stereo is swallowed whole into 
this Continental Divide and reduces the 
Beatles’ debut to sounding - as was the 
early process of converting mono mixes to 
stereo - heartbreakingly formulaic. “The 
music released in stereo was mostly aimed 
at an affluent adult audience and was usually 
serious (classical or jazz) or light (‘easy listen- 
ing’),” points out the Mono box’s liner notes. 

Apply all that to sophomore slump With the 
Beatles, November 1963, in which Lennon- 
led rocker “It Won’t Be Long” bursts mono 
on a mangier riff, Starr’s kit knockabout, and 
McCartney’s wildcat harmonies. Its stereo 
counterpart devolves into left/right chan- 
nel segregation, but this time the isolation 
of McCartney’s vocals on “Till There Was 
You” works, while “Please Mister Postman” 
improves in the channel crowding. Bo Diddley- 
esque Lennon-McCartney original “Hold Me 
Tight” gains density in stereo, and a cover of 
Smokey Robinson’s “You Really Got a Hold on 
Me” almost tips the scales in favor of stereo. 

First masterpiece, A Hard Day's Night, 

July 1964, marquees every song composed 
by Lennon-McCartney (last until Rubber 
Soul), its A-side written for the lads’ film 
debut and the B-side collecting the B-sides. 
From George Harrison’s jangling 12-string 
Rickenbacker on the title sprint to Lennon- 
McCartney’s vocal pingpong on “Any Time at 
All” - leading the B-side’s “also-rans” along 
with the acoustic inevitability of “Things We 
Said Today” - A Hard Day’s Night zips incan- 
descent. The stereo mix may be livelier, but 
likelier it’s simply the more familiar mix. 

Beatles for Sale, December 1964, yielded 
its investment in seven days of recording eight 


originals and six covers, long-player four being 
the first Liverpudlian effort calling for stereo 
to match the autumnal colors on the album 
sleeve. Lennon delivering Chuck Berry’s “Rock 
and Roll Music” verges on clunky, but that’s 
its joy - the ramshackle breaks in the group 
leader’s voice. Harrison’s harmony on “I’ll 
Follow the Sun” is exquisite, while Lennon and 
McCartney buddying up Buddy Holly’s “Words 
of Love” slays. Stereo warms warmer fare (“Mr. 
Moonlight”), but it’s dryer lint where it demands 
edge (“Kansas City”). The album’s altarpiece, 
“Eight Days a Week,” sells stereo, but that’s 
anathema to Starr’s rockabillying “Honey Don’t.” 

Help! (August 1965) divides into halves same 
as A Hard Day’s Night, the mono/stereo delin- 
eation almost as black and white. In stereo, 
the title track’s Technicolor exclamation paral- 
lels the Beatles’ sophomore screen smash, 
vocals dashing through the labyrinths of stereo, 
though the mono mix stabilizes the musical 
matte to where acoustic guitar sits right at 
your campfire. In mono, McCartney’s vocals on 
“The Night Before” don’t hang with that deli- 
cious fake stereo echo. Lennon’s husky “You’ve 
Got to Hide Your Love Away” is all vocal in 
mono, and hypnotically so. Same for Harrison’s 
Caribbean-spiced pop hot plate “I Need You.” 
“Another Girl” again stabilizes voices in mono, 
but “You’re Going to Lose That Girl” has island 
accents begging for stereo. In all cases, it’s 
obvious the difference between the two paths. 

In mono, you choose what to accentuate. In 
stereo, everything gets its 15 seconds of fame. 

Rubber Soul, December 1965, like Help!, 
actually offers three mixes to choose from; 
the mono disc shares its 
run time with the original 
stereo mix, while the new 
stereo CD remasters the 
1987 remix given to the 
Beatles digital rollout 
by George Martin. As 
immediate as the mono 
mix is, “Norwegian Wood 
(This Bird Has Flown)” 
beginning its tangy 
acoustic in one chan- 
nel and Harrison’s sitar 
coming in on the other 
doesn’t fall in the forest 
unheard. That separa- 
tion undercuts Lennon’s 
“In My Life,” but Harrison favors division on 
“Think for Yourself.” Ultimately, the same plat- 
ter spins at varying speeds: one a post-folk 
songwriting masterpiece (mono); the other its 
proto-psychedelic mirror image (stereo). 

Revolver, August 1966, remains Harrison’s 
bull’s-eye, opening on his wicked “Taxman,” 
going full-on Lucy in the sky with diamonds on 
his sitar/tabla hash “Love You To,” and clos- 
ing on his Middle Eastern-scarring of Lennon’s 
“Tomorrow Never Knows.” Mono mixes far 
more feral (the all-to-the-fore push of “And Your 
Bird Can Sing”), but consistent with the era’s 
consciousness expansion, stereo’s 3-CD effect 
expands Revolver’s caliber. Mono’s corrosive, but 
Lennon’s “I’m Only Sleeping” dreams in color, 
and “Yellow Submarine” sails cartoon hues. 

Sgt. Peppers Lonely Hearts Club Band, June 
1967, gains mass in mono, the guitar strangle at 
the end of “With a Little Help From My Friends” 


buried by stereo. In fact, contrary to common 
sense, Peppers’ sonic carnival mashed into what 
sounds like a single television speaker ultimately 
makes up for the album’s McCartneyland in 
Orlando calliope. In mono, instrumental passag- 
es jump out where previously they melted into 
the rainbow along with Lennon’s overall pres- 
ence past “Lucy in the Sky With Diamonds” and 
“A Day in the Life.” Revolutionary at release, Sgt. 
Peppers in mono is no less a revelation, some- 
how helping contain the album’s kaleidoscopic 
burst by adding a clustering edge that neutral- 
izes its otherwise shrill clown mask. 

Magical Mystery Tour, December 1967, or 
Sgt. Peppers Part 2: McCartneyland TV, beyond 
Lennon’s “I Am the Walrus” and “Strawberry 
Fields Forever,” clumps up with Yellow 
Submarine, January 1969, as a hits collection 
falling between the band’s final two master- 
pieces. Mono/stereo Magical Mystery Tour 
- who cares? Yellow Submarine, meanwhile, 
stereo only, splits sides with its film score, 
though the growling and barking “Walrus” 
sequel of sorts, “Hey Bulldog,” latches onto 
your leg. Harrison rebounds from Sgt. Peppers 
with peak Indian mysticism, “Only a Northern 
Song” and mulchy jam “It’s All Too Much.” 

The Beatles (The White Album), November 
1968, screams for its own anthology to 
delineate the differences between the mono 
and stereo mixes of the double-album mind- 
blower. Suffice it to say, 30 tracks - 30 life- 
sustaining worlds revolving around a single 
sun - concentrate massive universal forces 
into the gravitational inescapability of a white 
whole. Monophonically, it maintains an almost 
Appalachian murder ballad 
tension (“Happiness Is 
a Warm Gun,” “Piggies,” 
“Helter Skelter”), while 
its stereo masterwork 
reveals the scrawls on 
the walls (“Revolution 1,” 
“Revolution 9”) as written 
in blood. Pick your poison. 

Abbey Road, September 
1969, reassembles its 
very DNA as remastered. 
Whereas before the 
Beatles’ swan songs tubed 
a river of melody and har- 
mony, now Abbey Road’s 
musical blueprint becomes 
visible to the ear. Not only is the unvarnished 
timbre of “Maxwell’s Silver Hammer” finally 
that of a serial killer, the ditty’s tuba - previ- 
ously mere bass muddle - now blorts discern- 
ible notes. That bass needs to turn down on 
“Here Comes the Sun,” even as McCartney’s 
accents on “Oh! Darling” top out the other end 
of the spectrum. “Octopus’s Garden” slices 
mollusk-beak guitar as clear as the band’s 
harmonies in the crystalline chorus. Side two 
follows suite. 

Let It Be, released May 1970, yet fought 
through prior to Abbey Road and then “com- 
pletely remixed, edited and compiled” by Phil 
Spector “in just over a week,” whether in its 
existing stereo, or later Naked, still points the 
Beatles in one direction ultimately, thanks 
of course to its notorious wall-of-sound pro- 
ducer: Back to Mono.

Three physicians, reporting in The Canadian Journal of Urology in July, 
described how they handled an emergency-room patient who arrived with a 
ballpoint pen in his urethra. The man, 57, had assumed that the insertion would 
be pleasurable, and when it wasn’t, thought initially that maybe the pen was 
not in far enough. After pushing further, to even greater discomfort, he thought 
that if he pushed it all the way through, it would exit to his rectum, where he 
could remove it more easily. (Actually, they’re not connected.) Doctors removed 
the pen with the same procedure used to remove kidney stones. 


LEAD STORY 

A male Swedish college student, Ragnar 
Bengtsson, 26, has begun pumping his 
breasts at three-hour intervals in a 90-day 
experiment to see if he can produce milk. If 
he succeeds, he said, it could prove “very 
important for men’s ability to get much clos- 
er to their children at an early stage.” A pro- 
fessor of endocrinology told the daily 
Aftonbladet that male lactation without hor- 
mone treatment might produce “a drop or 
two” and suggested that men instead con- 
sider offering their breasts to babies as a 
matter of comfort and warmth, rather than 
as food. Bengtsson, who will report regular- 
ly on his progress via Stockholm’s TV8 
channel and the station’s website, acknowl- 
edged that his timetable would sometimes 
require that he pump during classes. 

LEAST COMPETENT CRIMINALS 

Kevin Ollie, 17, and Damien Cole, 19, 
completely failed in their attempted street 
robbery in Milwaukee, Wis., in August, when 
they accosted a young man and woman. 

The male “victim” drew his own gun, shot 
Ollie fatally, and held Cole for the police. 
Later, Cole, though not the shooter, was 
charged with Ollie’s death under the state’s 
“felony murder” rule, which makes felons 
responsible if anyone at the scene should 
die as a result of the crime. Cole could get 
55 years in prison. 


IRONIES 

Undesirable Medical Specialty: Athena 
Sidlar, 28, was fired in August from her 
trainee job at the Allentown State Hospital 
in Pennsylvania after being accused of help- 
ing a mental patient swallow metal objects. 
Belatedly, hospital personnel discovered 
that Sidlar, herself, has a history of compul- 
sive metal-swallowing. 

To Fight Sin, One Must Know Sin: In 
April, the Arizona State Parks Board unan- 
imously chose Renee Bahl, thought to be 
a dynamic, experienced professional, to 
be director of state parks. However, her 
employment record while an assistant 
parks director in California in 2001 
included an incident in which she was 
disciplined for etching “Renee 2001” into 
the wall of one of the parks’ historic 
adobe barns. 

COMPELLING EXPLANATIONS 

Improbably Successful Pickup Line: In 
September, school officials in Australia’s 
Queensland state said they were investigat- 
ing an incident earlier in the year in which 
two teenagers had consensual sex that 
they recorded on a cell phone camera. The 
girl reportedly said she was convinced to 
lose her virginity out of fear that the world 
would soon end as a result of the sched- 
uled restart of the Large Hadron Collider 
near Geneva, Switzerland. 
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Police in Deer Lake, Newfoundland, 
decided in August not to press charges 
against three boys whom they had previ- 
ously believed had harassed a young 
moose so badly that it had to be put 
down. A final piece of evidence against 
prosecution came from the father of one 
of the boys, who vouched that the three 
could not have committed such a crime 
since they had been busy at the time van- 
dalizing a nearby church. 

Not My Fault: 1) A 60-year-old highway 
worker was injured when struck by motorist 
Catherine Stotts, 62, who was speeding 
down a blocked-off road construction lane 
near Willits, Calif., in July. The worker 
required hospitalization, but Stotts com- 
plained about receiving a traffic citation, 
telling officers that the man could have 
jumped out of the way faster. 2) Alexander 
Kabelis, 31, was arrested for slashing tires 
on almost 50 vehicles in Boulder, Colo., in 
May, but offered several explanations, 
including being overwhelmed by radiation 
from the nearby Rocky Flats nuclear facility 
and having been forced by his mother to 
wear braces on his teeth as a child. 

What Century Is This? During the recent 
influence-peddling trial against Ottawa, 
Ontario, Mayor Larry O’Brien, local politi- 
cian Lisa MacLeod, 34, gave seemingly 
important evidence for the prosecution. 
However, it was ruled of minimal value by 
Ontario Superior Court Justice Douglas 
Cunningham. The judge, 69, reasoned that 
since MacLeod, as a working woman with 
a long commute that leaves a husband 
and 4-year-old daughter at home, has “a 
number of rather significant things going 
on in her life” and must therefore be 
“distract[edj” and thus a less reliable wit- 
ness. One member of Parliament called 
Cunningham’s ruling “pathetic.” 

UPDATES 

Two longtime “News of the Weird” 
ongoing sagas came to an end this sum- 
mer. In August, the annual Gotmar festi- 
val in India’s Madhya Pradesh state was 
finally banned, after “centuries” of tradi- 
tion. Residents of two neighboring villag- 
es would come together once a year to 
bombard one another all day long with 
rocks (resulting in dozens of bloody inju- 
ries and, most years, deaths), but at the 
sundown cease-fire, both sides would 
bandage their wounded and celebrate 
with each other (only to do it all over a 
year later). And in July, H. Beatty 
Chadwick, 73, was finally released from a 
Pennsylvania jail after serving more than 
14 years behind bars because a series 
of judges believed they could thereby 
force him to admit that he was hiding 
marital assets from his 1995 divorce 
(which he always denied). Chadwick was 
the longest-serving incarcerated American 
who had not been charged with a crime.

Texas Highway 16 winds through the heart of Texas like the 
seam of a colorful quilt. The mostly two-lane highway crosses a 
diverse swath of the state as it makes its nearly 550-mile journey 

to the Rio Grande 
beginning 46 miles 
short of the Red River. 

The highway’s north- 
ern terminus is seven 
miles south of 
Windthorst, where a 
grotto next to a 
Catholic church wel- 
comes travelers. The 
cave was built by local 
veterans thankful for 
surviving World War I. 

South of Graham, 
the road skirts the 
east side of Possum § 

Kingdom Lake, known 3 

for its fishing and E 

resorts. Below the □ 

dam, where TX 16 < 

makes a sharp drop, S 

is a scenic view of the 

ranch once owned by Oliver Loving, the model for Gus in Larry McMurty’s Lonesome Dove. The 
bridge crossing the Brazos River is an access point for canoeists. 

Continuing south, the highway crosses farm country known for its peanuts, peaches, and 
watermelons. In De Leon, the Terrill Antique Car Museum is worth a stop. The collection includes 
a rare steam car. 

South of Comanche, the highway goes past Brennan Vineyards. 

San Saba is known for its pecan merchants. North of town, a sign points toward the Regency 
Suspension Bridge over the Colorado River. It is one of the last suspension bridges in Texas 
open to traffic. 

It’s about time for some food, and Llano is known for barbecue. South of town, climb to an 
elevation of 1,825 feet atop the granite dome at Enchanted Rock State Natural Area. Take FM 
1323 and enter the Willow City Loop, one of the prettiest drives in the Hill Country. 

In Fredericksburg, climb to the top of Cross Mountain, just north of U.S. 290 on Ranch Road 965. 

The highway continues on to Medina, the Apple Capital of Texas. Stop for a slice of pie at Love 
Creek Orchards’ Apple Store. As TX 16 follows the Medina River, debris hanging in the trees 
shows the high-water mark. 

Bandera is the Cowboy Capital of the World and home to Arkey Blue’s Silver Dollar bar. Head 
east to the Pipe Creek Junction Cafe, which is known for its Southern cooking. 

Our route circles San Antonio on Loop 410 and comes out headed south across the Wild 
Horse Desert. In Tilden, one of two towns in McMullen County, there is a genuine boot hill across 
from the sheriff’s office where cowboys found their final resting place. East of town is Choke 
Canyon Reservoir. 

At the Rio Grande, TX 16 enters the town of Zapata, the gateway to the upper end of Lake 
Falcon. The lake is known for its excellent fishing, boating, and birdwatching. 

Maybe TX 16 isn’t the Main Street of Texas, but it does give a tour of the heartland. For local 
flavor, stop at any country quickie mart. My favorite chain is Allsup’s.

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The wind blows cold in the Hog Butcher for the World. We 
hear its chilling moan underscore much of this Trouble Puppet 
Theater Company adaptation of Upton Sinclair’s novel, but it 


signals more than the bitter gusts that cut 
through Chicago; it speaks to the harshness 
of the place in which its characters slave 
away: the city’s meatpacking industry, where 
human workers are treated little better than 
the livestock they slaughter. They perform 
numbingly repetitive tasks at a reckless 
pace, pushed past the point of exhaustion 
by hard-driving foremen who care nothing for 
the dangers they face or crippling injuries 
they suffer. To these pitiless bosses who 
mock the workers to their faces and sack 
them for the slightest infractions, who force 
themselves on the women and whose only 
response to a death on the line is to bel- 
low at another worker to get the body out of 
there, the workers are, as protagonist Jurgis 
Rudkus puts it, “little parts of a machine.” 

This sense of dehumanization is bred 
deep in the bones of this production. The 
first figures we see are the puppeteers, 
dressed identically in brown kerchiefs and 
aprons over dirty shirts and dark pants. 

Their faces, slack with fatigue, are streaked 
with dirt, and their aprons are stained with 
blood that provides the only color on the 
stage. They shuffle into place and manipu- 
late the small human puppets in the per- 
formance of their assembly-line routines 

- push the cow in the pen, kill the cow with 
a hammer blow to the skull, hook the cow 
to a pulley, lift it, and swing it out of the pen 

- and their rote repetition working the pup- 
pets reinforces the mechanical nature of the 
actions of the puppet characters. 

The puppeteers are also treated as lowly 
workers by the only human not operating a 


puppet, Zeb West’s callous bully of a fore- 
man. With his derby and cheroot, his swag- 
ger and sneer, West dominates the stage 
and all that’s on it. Ultimately, his character 
has no more dimension than a melodrama 
villain, but he doesn’t really need to here. In 
his streamlining of the source material and 
use of puppets to tell the tale, writer/direc- 
tor Connor Hopkins has taken the story in a 
mythic direction. It’s less the specific expo- 
se that shocked the world a century ago and 
more a universal saga of the powerless and 
powerful, of strangers in a strange land cru- 
elly taken advantage of, and of one victim’s 
painful education. Take away the turn-of-the- 
last-century photographs projected at the 
rear of the stage and the traditional Eastern 
European music in Justin Sherburn’s striking 
score, and this might be a drama of con- 
temporary immigrants caught in the grinding 
gears of a modern multinational. Tragically, 
the world hasn’t changed that much. 

That makes this retelling of The Jungle 
bleak, but it is not without humanity. And as 
happens with great puppeteering, it comes 
from figures who aren’t even flesh and blood. 
The puppet Jurgis drops to one knee and 
silently extends one hand to his fiancee, Ona, 
who takes it. Jurgis’ father, overcome with 
illness, falls to his knees and attempts to 
crawl out of the stockyards, finally collapsing 
into stillness. In these moments and others, 
we stop seeing the hands that masterfully 
work these figures or the immobility of their 
features. We see only the tender fires of 
their human hearts, struggling to stay lighted 
against a cold, cold wind. - Robert Faires

Three Days of Rain 

The Hideout Theatre, through Oct. 3

There are many things that Penfold Theatre Company does 
right with its production of Richard Greenberg’s Three Days of 
Rain. But first, let’s talk about Anne McMeeking’s set. 


These guys have bona fide rain on the 
stage of the Hideout, a 49-seat space not 
famous for its technical flexibility. More 
often than not, it’s low-tech improv groups 
who perform there, not theatre companies 
with full-blown sets and falling water. This 
rain isn’t just a light sprinkle for a few 
moments, either; it’s not sound effects of 
rainfall and actors running in with dripping 
umbrellas. McMeeking has water falling for 
the better part of the second half of the 
play. Not a lot of small, young theatre com- 
panies would take that chance and go for 
the difficult choice and then do it well. 

The same holds true for the larger produc- 
tion. Greenberg’s play features two genera- 
tions of a family, with each actor in the three- 
person cast playing first a member of the 
younger generation, then one of their counter- 
parts from the 1960s who did such a good 
job of screwing up the kids. All three actors 
have the challenge of creating characters 
who are distinct yet related. They fare well, 
especially Sean Martin, whose father/son 
pair shares elements from the same brand of 
crazy, but their expression is nearly opposite. 

The story is deceptively simple, about a 
visionary architect who builds a house and 
after he dies, what happens to those who 
inherit it. Greenberg takes the available 


metaphor and expands on it without driving it 
into the ground. A house is a home, and the 
home that architect Ned Janeway (the elder 
half of Sean Martin’s father/son duo) designs 
is remarkable, fantastic, and deeply flawed, 
even doomed. The play opens soon after 
Ned has died, and his children and the son 
of Ned’s onetime business partner (Nathan 
Jerkins) have gathered to learn who will inher- 
it what he has left behind. Not surprisingly, 
they each have conflicting feelings about it. 

One of the more touching details in the 
script is how Ned’s children Walker and Nan 
(Sarah Gay) try to feed themselves and each 
other. Nan seems slightly obsessed with the 
idea of Walker eating; Walker forgets about 
eating for days at a time, and for him, going 
to a restaurant presents a special form of 
social trauma. His most thoughtful action 
in the play is a trip to a deli that results in 
an inedible mix of bizarre food choices. As 
adults, they appear as abandoned children, 
aware that they have to care for themselves 
but unable to do so. 

As director, Ryan Crowder does a much 
better job of bringing together a strong com- 
bination of quality ingredients. A solid cast, 
a thoughtful script, and a smart design team 
make up a fine evening of theatre.

The 25th Annual Putnam County Spelling Bee at Zach Theatre 
is silly, campy, and even absurd at times. It’s also so much fun. 
There is no complex plot to explore here. It’s a spelling bee. 


Six students compete for the county title 
with a ravenous, anxious desperation. Each 
has his or her own story and reason for 
being there; one by one, they fall until a win- 
ner is decided. Basically, it’s like an actual 
spelling bee but with musical interludes 
and some delicious humor at the expense 
of kids who go in for that sort of brainy 
competition. For a look at what real spelling 
bee champs are like, watch the excellent 
documentary Spellbound. For a bout of good, 
clean laughter at the expense of others, go 
see Spelling Bee. 

Under Dave Steakley’s direction, Zach 
puts together a package event, from the 
program’s school-age portraits of the actors 
in place of professional head shots to the 
musicians being dressed as cafeteria work- 
ers. The set, designed by Michael Raiford, 
brings back memories of the cafetorium days 
of one’s youth, with those fold-up tables with 
the stools attached and the awful tile floor of 
questionable color selection. 

Spelling Bee also benefits from a strong 
group of actors. Many people might find it an 
iffy choice to cast the only black actor in the 


production as the guy on parole, using the 
bee to fulfill his court-ordered community ser- 
vice requirement. Flaving said that, as Mitch 
Mahoney, Bernard Davis performs well, and in 
a cast of many great singers, his voice stands 
out as exceptionally powerful and clear. His 
few numbers alone are worth the price of a 
ticket, especially the “I Love You Song,” per- 
formed with Lucy Jennings and Jill Blackwood, 
who are good singers in their own right. 

Actually, the “I Love You Song” is so good 
that it almost gets in the way of the rest 
of the show. It’s a sincere and surprisingly 
emotional song squeezed into a musical of 
ridiculous moments. Otherwise, Spelling Bee, 
as conceived by Rebecca Feldman, with music 
and lyrics by William Finn, book by Rachel 
Sheinkin, and additional material by Jay Reiss, 
is solid, straightforward, and uncomplex. 

In all, The 25th Annual Putnam County 
Spelling Bee is what it is: a silly evening of 
well-produced fun. And that’s okay. Not every 
production needs to reach the same depths 
as King Lear. Sometimes, it’s nice to enjoy 
some simple, quirky entertainment, too.

Zombieland

No spoilers here, but first things first: Zombieland (which had 
its world premiere during Fantastic Fest) has the single most 
outrageously entertaining and unexpected celebrity cameo of any 
film - genre or otherwise - this filmgoer has seen in a long, long 


time. It’s not a sequence that makes or 
breaks the film, but it does tip Zombieland 
over the edge of zomcom ordinariness 
(and if you don’t believe there is such at 
thing, I urge you to go check out all the 
straight-to-DVD zomedies taking up valu- 
able shelf space at your local indie video 
outlet) into something considerably weirder 
and therefore more fun. It’s not Shaun of 
the Dead by a long shot, but by the same 
token neither is it, thankfully, George A. 
Romero’s Survival of the Dead (which had a 
less-than-impressive screening at Fantastic 
Fest, among other fall festivals). Debuting 
director Fleischer’s action-and-innards- 
drenched film dials it all up to 11 from the 
opening credits sequence - which, like Zack 
Snyder’s underrated remake of Dawn of the 
Dead, uses pop-music-backed mayhem to 
smart expository and staggeringly kickass 
effect - and only slows down for a breather 
for the length of the aforementioned cameo. 
Storywise, there’s precious little going on 
here that we haven’t seen before, but Rhett 
Reese and Paul Wernick’s archly hip and 
often downright hilarious script, combined 
with a quartet of seamless performances 
and enough cranial destruction to sate even 


the most diehard Fangoria reader, makes for 
one hell of a wild ride. It begins, as do all 
good dead things, in Texas, where former UT 
Austin student Columbus (Eisenberg), who 
narrates, fills in the plot’s backstory - virus, 
zombies, apocalypse, and Rules to Live By - 
before hooking up with the whiskey-slugging, 
Escalade-driving Tallahassee (Harrleson, 
clearly enjoying every breath his anarchic 
character takes). Columbus is searching for 
his family, Tallahassee is searching for a 
Hostess Twinkie (don’t ask), but what they 
find are two other zombieland survivors: 
leggy Wichita (Stone) and her tweener com- 
panion Little Rock (Breslin). In a nod toward 
Romero’s direction, the living have way 
more issues than the dead (or undead, or 
infected), but Zombieland is dead set against 
being dead serious. Its tonal pallor has more 
in common with a foreshortened It's a Mad , 
Mad , Mad , Mad World than with 28 Days or 
Weeks Later, and then, again, there’s that 
jaw-dropping cameo. It’ll kill ya. - Marc Savlov

THE BOYS ARE BACK d : scott Hicks; 

with Clive Owen, Laura Fraser, George MacKay, Emma 
Booth, Nicholas McAnulty, Julia Blake. (PG-13, 104 min.) 

Were it not for the lovely performances, 
this movie about a widower who learns to 
become a hands-on parent to his two young 
sons would be treacly stuff indeed. As the 
bereaved father Joe Warr, Owen turns in a 
nicely calibrated performance as he learns 
to move on from his grief and take an active 
role in the lives of his motherless child 
Artie (McAnulty) and his teenage son Harry 
(MacKay) from a previous marriage, who 
picks an inopportune time to decide that 
he might prefer to live with his father rather 
than his mother back in England. It’s the 
children’s performances that impress almost 
more than Owen’s, however, with McAnulty 
in particular maintaining an unschooled 
naturalism that counterbalances his cute- 
ness. Although the movie is inspired by a 
memoir by Simon Carr, the plot follows a 
fairly routine outline as the all-male house- 
hold gropes its way toward equilibrium. Joe 
adopts a parenting philosophy that boils 
down to “just say yes,” which is spelled 
out on the refrigerator door with alphabet 
magnets. The house is messy and chaotic, 
and Joe’s work as a sportswriter makes dif- 
ficult demands on his time. Joe says yes to 
such things as allowing Artie to ride on the 
hood of the car as he drives the vehicle at 
top speed along the beach while alarmist 
do-gooders holler at him to stop. The women 
in Joe’s life all belong to this meddlesome 
category. His mother-in-law (Blake) engages 
in a battle of wills with Joe for control of her 
grandson’s life; Laura (Booth), the mother 
of a classmate of Artie, is interested in Joe 
until she realizes that the man needs a 
housekeeper more than a love interest; Joe’s 
ex-wife (Emma Lung) is, of course, exactly 
what ex-wives always are in the movies. Only 
Joe’s dear departed wife Katy (Fraser), who 
appears to him in visions, is exempt from 
the woman-as-spoilsport portrayal. Director 
Hicks (Shine) is expert at blending pathos 
with human drama, and the tears will defi- 
nitely trickle from your eyes. It’s distinguish- 
ing the trickle from the treacle that becomes 
the problem. - Marjorie Baumgarten

CAPITALISM: A LOVE 

STORY D: Michael Moore. (R, 120 min.) 

The aspects of Michael Moore’s filmmak- 
ing that we have come to embrace over the 
years - the sloppy, sprawling voice of the 
court jester and self-appointed spokesman 
for the American people - are the very things 
that get him into trouble in his new documen- 
tary. This time the acclaimed filmmaker tack- 
les an entire “ism” and, much like its ambig- 
uous title, Capitalism: A Love Story, Moore’s 
film is an unmethodical survey of a gargantu- 
an topic, one that has only grown more so in 
the year since he began work on the project. 
Twenty years after his first film, Roger & Me, 
it’s as though he’s back on the same stump, 
even relying here on the same stunt that pro- 
pelled Roger & Me: grandstanding attempts 
to gain access to corporate leaders in Detroit 


and on Wall Street. The ploy has become as 
tired as the voices of the security officers 
who now shoo the gadfly from their entry- 
ways with routine aplomb. Capitalism forges 
ahead, using a loosey-goosey structure that 
jumps all over the place to show examples 
of economic fallout in the United States. 

We visit ordinary citizens whose homes are 
about to be foreclosed on (though these 
stories would be stronger if Moore provided 
some background on what caused these 
defaults to occur) and a for-profit penal insti- 
tution in Pennsylvania that turns locking up 
teenagers into a moneymaking venture. The 
film looks at a particularly odious insurance 
policy called “dead peasants insurance,” 
in which some corporations profit from the 
death of their workers, and buttonholes Wall 
Street executives who are unwilling or unable 
to explain financial derivatives to Moore. At 
its furthest afield, Moore discusses capital- 
ism with a no-less-recognized expert than the 
actor Wallace Shawn. And Moore returns to 
his roots in Michigan with the inclusion of 
lots of home footage of himself as a child 
of the Fifties during capitalism’s glory days 
when a greater percentage of Americans 
were able to reap the system’s benefits and 
a doleful visit with his aged father to the 
now-gone factory where the man spent a 
career making spark plugs and supporting a 
family on a comfortable middle-class income. 
All these episodes are accompanied by 
Moore’s typically dramatic background music 
choices and unrigorous analysis. Capitalism, 
for Moore, is a national sin; he stops short 
of investigating the international interrelated- 
ness of the capitalist system. In this decade, 
however, the ills at General Motors are not 
simply American in scope. Toward the end 
of the film, Moore declares: “Capitalism is 
an evil, and you can’t regulate evil. You have 
to eliminate it.” With this, he makes it clear 
that there is no amount of regulation or ame- 
lioration that will make the capitalist system 
acceptable to him, yet he recoils from using 
the “s” word: socialism. Instead, he substi- 
tutes the word “democracy” as his political 
solution to the human impulse toward greed. 
As if. - Marjorie Baumgarten

There’s a terrific story from an episode 
of This American Life called “Fiasco!,” in 
which Jack Hitt recounts a fantastically 
troubled high school production of Peter Pan 
and the moment when the switch is flipped 
for the audience and their polite, perfunc- 
tory support and nervous titters at every 
stage mishap devolve into all-out anarchy: 
a howling, heckling spectator sport. I can’t 
pinpoint the exact moment that happens 
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in Fame - that moment when its not- 
unpromising start completely upends into 
a laughable train wreck - but it’s not an 
unpleasurable experience, at least not if 
you’ve a soft spot for teen dance films 
from Center Stage to all things Step and 
Stomp. For me, for a movie to bomb, there 
has to be bad will there, some kind of an 
anti-humanist undercurrent, but there’s 
none of that here: This “reinventing” of 
the original 1980s button-pushing saga 
of creative teens enrolled at the New York 
City High School of Performing Arts is 
a sweet, sloppy mess. Actually, another 
prerequisite for a movie to bomb is for it 
to actually be movielike; this redo bears 
closer resemblance to a series of music 
videos strung along in a row, with only the 
occasional bracketing conversation. As in 
the original, the story is told from fresh- 
man year to senior: In brief, we meet the 
freshmen actors, dancers, and musicians 
we’ll follow through high school. The open- 
ing montage is a jazzy, grabby thing, art- 
fully layering the kids’ auditions to mimic 
the frenzied pace of the day. But that fre- 
neticism never really goes away, nor does 
the staccato timing. Storylines to the 
half-dozen or so leads are piecemealed 
out so that every kid has, more or less, a 
beat a year, which means a fiery breakup 
in junior year is revisited, minutes later, 
in senior year, as if all time stood still. 
Indeed, in the mouths of some of the 
jejune cast’s most wooden performers, it 
almost does just that. - Kimberley Jones

LORD, SAVE US FROM 
YOUR FOLLOWERS 

D: Dan Merchant. (PG-13, 100 min.) 

This one’s a strange kettle of fish - Jesus 
fish, to be exact. It’s a Christian faith film but 
quite unlike any others you may have seen. 
Writer, TV executive, and now film director 
Merchant is on a mission, but he’s not out to 
proselytize among the heathens or anoint the 
spirits of the believers. Merchant, actually, has 
a bone to pick with Christians, and this movie is 
his platform. He wants to know why the gospel 
of love is dividing America. Merchant sees a col- 
lision of faith and culture in America where too 
many Christians preach a fear-based religion that 
excludes nonbelievers and others not regarded 
as up to snuff. Popular books such as Dan 
Brown’s bestsellers and the Left Behind series 
give the impression of Christians as apoca- 
lyptic doomsayers and cabalistic negativists. 
Christians have strayed from the path of Jesus 
and his religion of love, forgiveness, and charity. 
Merchant even takes the almost blasphemous 
stand of using ample clips from such famous 
non-Christians as Jon Stewart, Al Franken, and 
Bill Maher and stating they get several things 
right in their analyses. The filmmaker has a 
sure grasp of cinematic technique, and his film 
often has more in common with animated Monty 
Python cutouts, Church Lady skits, and ironic 
Stephen Colbert spoofs. Clips of all of these 
figures and such others as Bono, Pope John 
Paul II, and Nelson Mandela are used liberally 
throughout, as is footage from Rick Warren’s 
megachurch, BattleCry’s anti-gay-marriage rallies, 
and interviews with various Christian theologists. 
Merchant’s wildest episode includes a religious 
game-show parody of Family Feud, but his most 
eye-catching stunt is his trek around the country 
dressed as the bumper-sticker man, who slaps 
all sorts of contradictory stickers onto a white 
jumpsuit and tries to engage people in conver- 
sation. (Viewers in Austin might recognize local 
political writer Lou Dubose, whom Merchant 
randomly engages in “man on the street” con- 
versation in Times Square.) I suspect the impact 
of this film may be greater among its intended 
audience - devout Christians - than it will be on 
some of us more secular types. But its message 

- that people don’t have to agree on everything 
in order to work together for the common good 

- should be palatable to everyone. Although it’s 
somewhat messy in its organization and execu- 
tion, Lord , Save Us From Your Followers is a great 
example of the modern essay film in action.

two sons, 17-year-old Bobbie and 15-year-old 
George (affably played by Rendall and Lerman), 
cleaned out the family security deposit box, 
bought a sexy convertible with the spoils, and 
hit the road for Boston with designs on meet- 
ing a new husband.

To this day I get grief from certain quar- 
ters for awarding Paul W.S. Anderson’s 
sci-fi horrorshow Event Horizon two stars 
back in 1997, which, apparently for a not- 
unsizable percentage of horror and sci-fi 
fans, was two stars too many. This, despite 
the fact that I took pains to also label the 
soon-to-be-much-reviled Anderson’s work “a 
steadily churning debacle" and “a bloody 
mess.” So let me be clear this time out: 
Pandorum is bad. It’s nearly bad enough to 
make Anderson’s film, from which it borrows 
heavily (along with The Descent and Roger 
Corman’s Galaxy of Terror and many other, 
better films) look downright Kubrickian in its 
space-oddityness, but not quite. Quaid and 
Foster play Payton and Bower, two space 
travelers who awake from hypersleep in the 
bowels of a gigantic, seemingly empty vessel 
that’s powering down fast. Initially, neither 
astronaut has any idea of how they came to 
be in their present situation, or even what 
that situation might entail, but soon enough, 
flashbacks and a pair of other crew mem- 
bers (Traue and Le, who bear ill tidings and 
grave faces) arrive to flesh out a plot that 
until this point bears a strong resemblance 
to an old episode of The Twilight Zone (sec- 
ond film to do so this week, bizarrely - in 
this instance, Rod Serling’s series pilot, 
“Where Is Everybody?”). In all fairness, the 
sheer, overwhelming mediocrity of everything 
about Pandorum - Travis Mi Hoy’s hackneyed, 
ultra-derivative script, Alvart’s plodding pac- 
ing and dull direction, even the eventual 
crimson tide of gore that duly arrives just 
in time to keep audience members over the 
age of 13 from dozing off - may well consti- 
tute a new breed of horror: In space, no one 
can hear you snore. - Marc Savlov

In a Philip K. Dickian twist on Ram 
Dass’ “Be here now” slogan and thanks to 
robotic surrogates and fancy tanning-bed/

ters in this sublimely silly scrap of sci-fi film- 
making can be somewhere else now. And, 
more to the point, they can also be someone 
else now, while the real deals recline in dark 
rooms in increasing stages of emotional and 
physical isolation. Long live the new flesh? 
Not in this ridiculous and badly conceived 
flip side to David Cronenberg’s Videodrome ; 
it’s a wonder the few actual “human” char- 
acters we get to see aren’t covered with 
bedsores and suffering from serious immune 
system failure. Willis is a Boston FBI agent 
who uncovers a plot by bot manufacturing 
megacorporation VCI (or possibly by the jaun- 
diced old duffer played by Cromwell or rogue 
elements in the FBI itself) to kill billions of 
people in their homes by frying the circuits of 
their robotic surrogates. “But why?” you ask. 
Although the script (adapted from the graphic 
novel) by Michael Ferris and John Brancato 
tries mighty hard to make a compelling argu- 
ment along the quasi-Luddite lines of “sexy 
robots bad; ugly humans good,” it’s noth- 
ing that hasn’t been done countless times 
before, from Rod Serling’s original Twilight 
Zone (“Number 12 Looks Just Like You,” 
penned by sci-fi legend Charles Beaumont) to 
WALL-E. Surrogates’ morality is less Asimov 
than asinine, although it’s bizarrely reassur- 
ing, in a nihilistic sort of way, to believe that 
in the future, when the world is ready to play 
The Sims for real (so to speak), our avatars 
are all going to look like generic pom stars 
with shitty airbrush jobs.

Wilson. (NR, 104 min.) 

Wilson’s documentary advocates for the 
improved diagnosis and treatment of Lyme 
disease, an illness that takes many forms 
and is under-recognized and undertreated 
by the medical establishment. With 20,000 
new cases diagnosed every year (and maybe 
as many as 100,000 a year unreported and 
inaccurately diagnosed, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control), the disease has 
overtaken HIV/AIDS as our country’s fastest 
growing epidemic. Under Our Skin makes a 
carefully structured argument concerning the 
many reasons for this neglect: Lyme disease 
resembles many other common illnesses, 
such as multiple sclerosis and Alzheimer’s; 
it attacks multiple organ systems, so there 
is no single paradigm for its development, 
and it often commingles with other diseases; 
there is no reliable test for Lyme; and there 
remains a widespread impression of Lyme as 
a fashionable disease “du jour,” and many 
doctors believe the symptoms are psychoso- 
matic. The film follows several patients, many 
of whom have visited with dozens of physi- 
cians over the years in their maddening quest 
for an accurate diagnosis. Wilson, however, 
doesn’t stop here in his investigation. His film 
suggests that there are also ulterior reasons 
at work in the downplaying of Lyme disease, 
reasons that involve the patent restrictions 
that cause researchers to work in isolation 
from one another; the rise of managed care, 
which has been concurrent with the increase 
of Lyme since the 1970s; powerful naysayers 
among the medical experts; and the lack of 
“Lyme-literate” doctors and the legal persecu- 
tion of the few who do specialize in the dis- 
ease’s treatment. Under Our Skin, in this light, 
becomes more than an educational treatise 
on the specifics of Lyme disease. The informa- 
tion it presents is eye-opening for medical con- 
sumers and health professionals of any stripe. 
And the film incidentally makes a great case 
for health care reform. - Marjorie Baumgarten

city. Teeming with girl-power spirit, Barrymore’s 
film exudes an all-encompassing benevolence 
rather than strident one-upmanship. These girls 
just want to have fun, even though their plea- 
sure involves getting banged up and bruised 
to the roar of hot metal thunder beneath their 
feet. As the central character, Bliss Cavendar, 
Page demonstrates that her breakout perfor- 
mance in Juno was no fluke and that she has 
what it takes to carry a film. Bliss’ story about 
slipping away from her sleepy Texas town and 
her beauty-pageant-mad mother (Harden) for 
the attraction of the rink contains more details 
than are sometimes necessary, but the effort 
helps make her journey believable. A subplot 
regarding a love interest is pure window dress- 
ing though. The heart of the movie belongs to 
the Austin roller league, whose members play 
without regard to the outcome: They return for 
the thrill and satisfaction of the moment - and 
one another’s company. Barrymore’s casting 
choices are intrinsic to the success of the film. 
Lewis, under her rink name, Iron Maven, hasn’t 
had this meaty a role in maybe 15 years, while 
Wilson as the team’s shaggy male coach is a 
hoot to watch. Harden and Stern, as Bliss’ par- 
ents, create fleshed-out characters instead of 
lazy depictions of the paper tigers that grown- 
ups usually are in teens’ stories. Also smart 
on Barrymore’s part was snagging Robert D. 
Yoeman ( Rushmore ) for her director of photog- 
raphy and Dylan Tichenor ( Magnolia ) as her 
editor, both of whom help lend the film a crisp 


look that focuses on the contact part of the 
sport instead of the overall game. Barrymore 
is generous toward her actors and keeps 
her own endearing performance as klutzy 
Smashley Simpson in the background. Whip It 
wants to assure parents that they should not 
fear their daughters when the girls turn their 
interest in becoming Miss Texas into being 
Maggie Mayhem (Wiig’s rink name). And fur- 
thermore, Whip It reminds us that although 
new family allegiances will be formed once 
a girl leaves home, that doesn’t necessarily 
mean she has to leave the old family behind. 
That last one may carry more weight if you’re 
a Barrymore.

GOLDBERG D: Aviva Kempner. (NR, 92 min.) 

You may not be aware of it, but the 
American situation comedy, particularly the 
American matriarchal sitcom, owes its very 
existence to a short, rotund Jewish woman by 
the name of Gertrude Berg. From / Love Lucy 
to Roseanne and all those Web-based sit- 
coms not yet in existence, these TV comedies 
all emanate, directly or indirectly, from the 
wellspring of Berg’s multimedia creation: the 
indefatigable Brooklynite Molly Goldberg. As 
written, the character was the loving, window- 
hollering head of the first patently Jewish 
household; she debuted on a daily, 15-minute 
NBC radio program that took the airwaves 
by matzo-ball storm just after Black Tuesday 
in 1929 before eventually becoming one of 
CBS television’s very first family-oriented pro- 
grams. The Goldberg character was a far cry 
from her immigrant roots and an even further 
“yoo-hoo!” from the already hoary and cliched 
portrayals of Jews on stage and screen. No 
babushkas or / Remember MamaAsms for 
Molly Goldberg. Rightly identified as one of 
the first feminist characters to part the seas 
of the fledgling radio and television industries, 
she was a warm-hearted, pearl-necklace- 
wearing tugboat of a woman, nudging her 
sitcom brood through the as-yet-unexplored 
comedic channels of inoffensive and, indeed, 
inclusive family comedy with a pronounced 


Jewish immigrant tack. As CBS soon found out, 
Berg’s keen ear for homespun yuks struck a 
major chord with real-world families everywhere. 
The message was plain: To Jews and non-Jews 
alike, Molly Goldberg was a family member. 
Director Kempner previously helmed the ter- 
rific and pioneering Jewish-bal I player doc The 
Life and Times of Hank Greenberg, and while 
Yoo-Hoo , Mrs. Greenberg doesn’t quite hit the 
proverbial ball out of the park with as much 
historical velocity as Hank Greenberg, it’s not 
for lack of impressive firsts on Berg’s part. 

She wrote all her own material, won the first 
Emmy for a female actor in 1950, battled J. 
Edgar Hoover and the Red Scare (to sadly little 
effect when it came to actor Philip Loeb, who 
played Molly’s husband, Jake), and debuted 
then-unknowns such as Steve McQueen and 
Anne Bancroft during her CBS television era. 
She even directly addressed the rise of the 
Nazis and Kristallnacht itself in one radio epi- 
sode that featured a rock being hurled through 
the Goldbergs’ window by some unknown 
anti-Semitic hooligan. Kempner marshals an 
impressive lineup of both Berg and Goldberg 
fans to underscore the irrefutable significance 
of her subject, among them Supreme Court 
Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg, Norman Lear, and 
and NPR’s Susan Stamberg, who reminisce and 
expound at length about the cultural relevance 
of all things Goldbergian. Best of all, though, is 
the kinescope footage of the televised version’s 
early episodes, which eerily resemble nothing 
so much as every other TV sitcom to follow, 
Seinfeld included. - Marc Savlov

COMPLEX D: Uli Edel; with Moritz Bleibtreu, Martina

At once a gripping recent-history lesson, a textbook 
example of how to be a successful homegrown terrorist 
(depending, of course, on one’s definition of “success- 
ful”), and a black-leather primer on the importance of 
haute couture when undertaking violent, revolutionary 
actions (something the previous German generation 
fully understood and embraced), The Baader Meinhof 
Complex is explosive stuff. Director Edel chronicles 
the birth and surprisingly lengthy life span of the West 
German domestic terror cadre, the Red Army Faction 
(aka the Baader-Meinhof Gang), and does so in grim 
high style and with precious little agitprop.

Campion’s Bright Star (directed from her own 
screenplay) about the love affair between the poet John 
Keats (Whishaw) and the girl next door, Fanny Brawne 
(Cornish), is a thing that is both historical and con- 
temporary. Covering the years 1818, when Keats and 
Brawne first met, to 1821, when the poet died at the 
age of 25, Bright Star is an evocatively re-created period 
drama. Yet these young lovers, despite the period’s garb 
and standards of decorum, could be a star-crossed cou- 
ple from anywhere across the spectrum of human time. 
Also revelatory is Campion’s telling of this love affair 
from Brawne’s point of view. In addition to becoming 
another insightful Campion meditation on female sexual- 
ity (think The Piano and In the Cut), Bright Star helps 
restore Brawne’s historical reputation. Though Campion 
portrays their romance as chaste, the emotions and 
sensations seem no less sensuous or voluptuous for it.

That 
bit of punctuation tells us everything about the tone, 
attitude, and perspective of this comedy about Mark 
Whitacre (Damon), a scientist and high-level executive 
who exposes price-fixing in international agribusiness. 
Ultimately, the film cares nothing about the evils of cor- 
porate price-fixing nor the exposure of bad guys; it func- 
tions not as a whodunit but, rather, a whydunit. Damon 
is rock solid as the pudgy, toupe-wearing informant, as 
is Lynskey as his loving wife. The film also represents a 
return to more audience-friendly fare after Soderbergh’s 
recent forays into more theoretical filmmaking with Che 
and The Girlfriend Experience.

Austin Chronicle: I’ve spent a lot of time with the 
Beatles remasters (see “Box Sets,” p.68). Have 
you been swept up in the re-Beatlemania? 


Jeff Tweedy: [Laughs] Not really, 
it’s always Beatlemania around my 
house. Honestly, I ordered both of 
those box sets and they haven’t 
shown up yet for some reason. 
Maybe someone stole them off 
my porch. I was in Europe when 
the pre-orders were happening. I 
don’t know. I dropped the ball. And 
I’m excited to hear them. I have a 
9-year-old and a 13-year-old who 
are discovering the Beatles. It’s 
been like watching them discover 
snow or something. 

AC: Growing up , were you a Beatles 
or a Stones guy? 

JT: Probably more of a Beatles guy, 
but I really liked both. I didn’t feel 
compelled to take sides. There 
wasn’t anybody to take sides 
against. I was kind of solitary 
in listening to my brothers’ and 
sister’s records, so music was 
dictated by what they had. For 
some reason the only record that 
my brothers and sister had of the 
Stones was Between the Buttons, 
which I still love. It’s my favorite 
Stones record. But they had a lot 
more Beatles records. 

AC: So your brothers and sister 
made the choices for you early on. 


JT: They were out of the house 
or off at college so they left their 
records behind. When my older 
brother came home from college, 
he would bring home Amon Duul 
and Aphrodite’s Child and weird 
prog records, Tangerine Dream and 
stuff like that. So I had a pretty 
weird pile of records. 

AC: The stereo and mono mixes from 
the Beatles are quite different. Is that 
something you ever cared about? 

JT: Well, no. I didn’t have the 
resources [laughs] to seek out 
mono and stereo versions of the 
records. In general, I appreciate 
a lot of mono mixes of Sixties 
records now, like Phil Spector 
records, obviously. And like [Pink 
Floyd’s] Piper at the Gates of Dawn, 
the mono versus the stereo on 
that. It’s more something I go back 
to now, having spent some time in 
the recording studio and listening 
to the differences. There’s some- 
thing to be said for the immediacy 
of a really good mono mix squirting 
out of a little, cheap-ass speaker 
... pop music in the mono format 
is basically mainlining rock music.

NEW TRAFFIC LAWS 

Last week’s “Common Law” column introduced some 
oj the new Texas traffic laws that took effect on Sept. 1. 
For example, use of wireless communication devices in a 
school zone is now prohibited. In addition, all occupants 
of a car, no matter their ages, must be secured by a safety 
belt, regardless of where they are seated in the vehicle. 

In an effort to help you drive safely and avoid 
tickets, here are some other new traffic laws worth 
knowing before you get on the road. 

The Texas Legislature amended the require- 
ments for child safety seats. The new law 
requires that children be restrained in an 
approved child passenger safety seat unless the 
child is at least 8 years old or taller than 4 feet, 
9 inches. A first-time offender can be fined up 
to $25, but that increases to $250 for a second 
offense. Funds from a new court cost for convic- 
tion of this offense will be collected and used 
by the state to buy safety seats for low-income 
families. While the law became effective on 
Sept. 1 , tickets for this offense cannot be issued 
until June 1, 2010. Police officers may issue 
verbal or written warnings before that date. 

The Texas Legislature also increased the 
penalties for driving while intoxicated with a 
child passenger by adding an automatic driver’s 
license suspension period for first-time offend- 
ers; repeat offenders face an even longer suspen- 
sion period. Additionally, the fee for completing 
an education program to reinstate one’s driver’s 
license will increase from $50 to $100. A former 
loophole allowing a person who committed an 
offense as a minor to circumvent the driver’s 
license penalty if the person turned 21 before 
his or her court date has also now been closed.

I asked 
him why he does that. He said because it gives him 
“better gas mileage. ” I mean, come on! He says “it 
is a proven fact.” I don’t believe him. So my ques- 
tion is: Does it improve your mileage, and is it a 
proven fact ? Thank you for your time. - Ken 

RAY: Ken, I think your old man is confusing 
“a proven fact” with “something he saw on 
the Internet.” 

TOM: Or in our column! 

RAY: Right. Real “proven facts” have some- 
thing called “citations” attached to them. A 
citation tells you which legitimate, scientific 
paper claims to have proven the fact. 

TOM: So if you ask your dad for the citation 
on his proven fact, I suspect it’ll ultimately be 
traceable to the American Car Wash and Car 
Wax Association. 

RAY: There’s no doubt that aerodynamics 
play a huge role in mileage. But unless your 
dad is parking his SUV under a tree that’s 
home to, say, pterodactyls that leave large, 
three-dimensional droppings on his hood, I 
don’t see how washing the vehicle could make 
any meaningful difference in his mileage. 

TOM: While air generally does flow better 
over a smooth surface, if you look at aero- 
dynamic photographs or videos, you’ll see 
there’s a thin layer of air that’s “attached” to 
the vehicle’s surface. It’s called a boundary 
layer, and it doesn’t really move when air 
moves around the car. 

RAY: So, most small particles of dirt (except 
for the aforementioned pterodactyl drop- 
pings) would be inside that boundary layer 
and wouldn’t change the car’s aerodynam- 
ics (boundary layer citation: Ludwig Prandd, 
Aug. 12, 1904, third International Congress of 
Mathematicians, Heidelberg, Germany).
